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1961  was  a  year  of  transition  inthe 
Cooperative  State-Federal  Brucel- 
losis Eradication  Program.  Mass- 
testing  of  cattle  on  a  farm  to  farnn  and 
ranch  to  ranch  basis,  designed  to  wipe 
out  quickly  the  greater  part  of  the 
existing  brucellosis,  was  complete  in 
the  certified  areas,  now  more  than 
73  percent  of  the  counties  in  the 
United  States,  and  almost  complete  in 
another  9  percent.  Thus,  more  than 
four -fifths  of  the  Nation  found  it 
expedient  to  move  on  toward  brucel- 
losis eradication  by  adopting  as  many 
advanced  phases  of  the  total  program 
as  funds  and  work  loads  would  permit. 
Expansion  of  the  program  was  par- 
ticularly evident  in  swine  brucellosis 
eradication,  market  cattle  testing,  in- 
creased frequency  of  milk  ring  tests 
covering  a  greater  percentage  of  the 


dairy  herds,  adoption  of  the  "problem 
herd"  program  by  a  number  of  state s , 
widespread  activity  of  veterinary  bru- 
cellosis eradication  specialists,  and 
a  more  meticulous  approach  to  all 
other  procedures. 

1961  was  unique  in  another  respect, 
for  this  was  the  first  year  since 
1955  that  at  least  one  state  did  not 
achieve  statewide  Modified  Certified 
Brucellosis  Area  status.  This  was 
due  to  the  cut-back  in  available  funds 
for  fiscal  year  I960.  The  counties 
not  started  that  year  were  directly 
reflected  in  the  states  not  certified 
in  1961.  However,  this  is  past  history, 
and  1962  promises  to  be  one  of  the 
finest  years  we  have  had  in  the 
number  of  states  achieving  Modified 
Certified    Brucellosis    Area  status. 


Swine  Brucellosis  Eradication  Program 


Although  we  must  not  minimize  the 
importance  of  continued  efforts  to 
eradicate  brucellosis  in  cattle,  bru- 
cellosis eradication  in  swine  should 
be  highlighted  at  this  point  because 
of  its  great  importance  in  the  total 
program.  Rapid  strides  were  taken 
during  196l  in  establishing  a  strong, 
active  swine  brucellosis  eradication 
program.  Prior  to  this,  swine  bru- 
cellosis eradication  was  conducted  al- 
most entirely  through  the  voluntary 
participation  of  the  swine  producers. 
Official  recognition  of  brucellosis- 
free  herds  of  swine  varied  greatly 
from  state  to  state,  and  relatively 
few  producers  took  an  active  interest. 
However,  all  this  has  been  changed. 


and  the  Validated  Brucellosis- Free 
Herd  will  soon  be  well  known  and 
recognized  everywhere  throughout  the 
United  States.  One  of  the  most  im- 
portant reasons  for  stressing  swine 
brucellosis  eradication  at  this  time 
is  the  fact  that  since  1959  the  ma- 
jority of  cases  of  human  brucellosis 
reported  to  the  U.  S.  Public  Health 
Service  are  believed  to  be  due  to 
direct  or  indirect  contact  with  dis- 
eased   swine,    rather    than  cattle. 

A  number  of  important  organiza- 
tions have  recently  voiced  the  need 
for  eradicating  swine  brucellosis.  The 
National  Association  of  State  Depart- 
ments   of    Agriculture    adopted  the 
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following  resolution  in  October, 
1961: 

"WHEREAS,  Brucellosis  is  a  seri- 
ous disease  of  swine  causing  ap- 
proximately $10  million  in  losses  to 
the    swine    industry   each   year,  and 

"WHEREAS,  Brucellosis  in  swine 
is  now  the  most  serious  remaining 
reservoir  of  human  brucellosis  (Un- 
dulant  fever)  in  the  United  States, 
and 

"WHEREAS,  Brucellosis  in  cattle 
has  been  reduced  to  a  remarkable 
extent  during  the  past  seven  years 
through  the  cooperative  efforts  of 
State  and  Federal  governments,  and 

"WHEREAS,  Brucellosis  cannot  be 
completely  eradicated  as  long  as  it 
exists  unchecked  in  swine  and  other 
domestic  animals; 

"NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RE- 
SOLVED, That  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  State  Departments  of  Agricul- 
ture in  annual  convention  assembled 
at  Hershey,  Pennsylvania,  October 
1-5,  1961,  recommends: 

"That  the  individual  States  and 
the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  cooperatively  con- 
duct an  intensified  swine  bru- 
cellosis eradication  program, 
based  upon  procedures  recom- 
mended by  the  United  States 
Livestock   Sanitary  Association; 

"That  swine  herds  which  are 
free  of  brucellosis  be  designated 
'Validated  Brucellosis-Free 
Herds.' 

"BE  IT  .  FURTHER  RESOLVED, 
That  this  program  shall  not  affect 
the  present  bovine  brucellosis  eradi- 
cation program." 

The  Indiana  Swine  Breeders'  As- 
sociation, Inc.,  in  January,  1962, 
adopted  the  following  resolution: 

"WHEREAS,  excellent  progress  is 
being  made  in  eradicating  bovine  bru- 
cellosis throughout  the  United  States; 
and 


"WHEREAS,  the  brucellosis  prob- 
lem will  not  be  solved  until  the  dis- 
ease is  eradicated  from  all  suscep- 
tible livestock  species;  and 

"WHEREAS,  brucellosis  in  swine 
is  recognized  as  having  serious  eco- 
nomic and  public  health  aspects;  and 

"WHEREAS,  the  eradication  of  this 
disease  in  swine  will  require  the  full 
support  of  all  interested  groups; 

"THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED 
by  the  Indiana  Swine  Breeders'  As- 
sociation, Inc.,  in  Indianapolis,  In- 
diana, on  January  8,  1962,  That: 

"1.  All  States  initiate  an  expanded 
swine  brucellosis  eradication 
program  based  on  uniform  rec - 
ommendations  for  declaring 
individual  herds  free  of  the 
disease  as  adopted  by  the 
United  States  Livestock  Sani- 
tary Association  and  approved 
by  the  USDA. 

"2.  Herds  qualifying  as  brucel- 
losis-free herds  be  designated 
'Validated  Brucellosis-Free 
Herds.' 

"3.  All  States  permit  inter  state  and 
intrastate  movements  from 
'Validated  Brucellosis  -  F  r  e  e 
Herds'  without  further  brucel- 
losis testing. 

"4.  The  United  States  Livestock 
Sanitary  Association,  in  coop- 
eration with  industry  leaders 
and  the  USDA,  formulate  ef- 
fective and  practical  recom- 
mendations for  establishing 
and  maintaining  swine  brucel- 
losis-free areas." 

On  April  4,  1961,  the  Chief  Live- 
stock Sanitary  Officials  of  the  North- 
eastern, North-central  and  Southern 
States,  gathered  in  convention  at 
Roanoke,  Virginia,  adopted  the  follow- 
ing resolution: 

"WHEREAS,  great  progress  is  be- 
ing made  in  the  control  and  eradica- 
tion of  bovine  brucellosis  in  the  United 
States;  and 
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"WHEREAS,  this  important  dis- 
ease cannot  be  eradicated  as  long  as 
it  exists  in  other  species  of  livestock, 
particularly  in  swine;  and 

"WHEREAS,  brucellosis  in  swine 
has  been  demonstrated  to  be  an  im- 
portant economic  and  public  health 
hazard; 

"NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RE- 
SOLVED THAT: 

"1.  The  U,  S.  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, through  its  Animal 
Disease  Eradication  Division, 
be  requested  to  formulate,  in 
cooperation  withthe  U.  S.  Live- 
stock Sanitary  Association,  a 
National  Cooperative  Swine 
Brucellosis  Eradication  Pro- 
gram. 

"2.  The  several  States  are  urged 
to  support  this  organized  effort 
toward  complete  eradication  of 
brucellosis  in  all  susceptible 
species  of  livestock." 

The  National  Association  of  Swine 
Records,  at  Champaign,  Illinois,  in 
July,  1  96 1 ,  adopted  the  following  reso- 
lution: 

"WHEREAS,  swine  brucellosis  is 
a  serious  problem  to  swine  producers, 
both  from  the  economic  losses  it 
causes  and  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
hazards  to  human  health,  and 

"WHEREAS,  concerted  action  at  the 
National,  State,  and  local  levels  is 
necessary  to  eradicate  the  disease; 

"NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RE- 
SOLVED by  the  National  Association 
of  Swine  Records,  meeting  in  Cham- 
paign, Illinois,  on  July  12,  I96l, 

"1.  That  an  effective  swine  bru- 
cellosis eradication  program 
be  initiated,  such  a  program  to 
be  based  upon  procedures  rec- 
ommended by  the  U.  S.  Live- 
stock Sanitary  Association,  and 
approved  by  the  USDA; 

"2.  That  all  States  adopt  these 
same  procedures  for  the  pur- 


pose of  establishing  brucel- 
losis-free swine  herds; 

"3.  That  those  swine  herds  which 
qualify  under  these  procedures 
be  designated  as  'Validated 
Brucellosis-Free  Herds';  and 

"4.  That  all  States  take  action  to 
allow  individual  animals  from 
such  Validated  Brucellosis- 
Free  Herds  to  move  interstate 
without  further  test. 

"BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED, 

"That  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture,  through  its  Animal  Dis- 
ease Eradication  Division,  provide 
the  membership  of  the  associations 
comprising  the  National  Association 
of  Swine  Records  with  information  on 
swine  brucellosis,  its  prevention  and 
eradication." 

It  would  be  well  to  repeat  the  state- 
ment issued  by  this  Committee  at 
the  special  meeting  held  at  Chicago 
in    June,    1961,  which  is  as  follows: 

"It  was  the  concensus  of  the  group 
that  they: 

"Approve  and  recommend  the  use 
of  the  term  'validated'  in  connection 
with  swine  herds  declared  brucel- 
losis-free under  the  uniform  methods 
and  rules  adopted  by  the  USLSA;  and 
that  swine  from  these  brucellosis- 
free  herds  be  accepted  by  all  States 
without  further  test. 

"Further,  endorsement  was  given 
to  the  projected  USDA  swine  bru- 
cellosis information  program." 

The  American  Farm  Bureau  Fed- 
eration, meeting  at  Chicago  in  De- 
cember, 1961,  reaffirmed  its  strong 
support  for  eradication  of  brucellosis 
in  all  species  of  livestock. 

At  first  the  cooperative  swine  bru- 
cellosis eradication  program  will  be 
based  on  establishing  brucellosis- 
free  herds  of  swine.  These  will  be 
designated  "Validated  Brucellosis- 
Free  Herds"  to  distinguish  them  from 
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unrelated  programs  which  use  the 
word- -certified- -in  designating  cer- 
tified litters,  certified  meet  sires, 
etc.  Swine  brucellosis  eradication 
procedures  adopted  by  the  U.  S.  Live- 
stock Sanitary  Association  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Animal  Disease  Eradi- 
cation Division,  Agricultural  Re- 
search Service,  USDA,  will  be  used 
as  a  quide.  Validated  Brucellosis- 
Free  Herds  will  serve  as  a  source 
of  brucellosis-free  breeding  boars 
and  replacement  stock. 

In  addition  to  Validated  Brucel- 
losis-Free Herds,  similarly  desig- 
nated areas  will  be  established.  Al- 
ready Dooly  County,  Georgia,  has 
completed  tests  of  all  breeding  herds 
on   an   area   basis.  Only  17  infected 


animals  in  5  herds  were  found.  The 
diseased  swine  have  been  eliminated, 
and  retests  of  the  infected  herds  are 
under  way.  It  is  expected  that  this 
County  will  soon  be  the  first  Vali- 
dated Brucellosis-Free  Area  in  the 
United  States. 

All  states  are  urged  to  intensify 
their  efforts  to  eradicate  swine  bru- 
cellosis. To  foster  the  program,  it  is 
recommended  that  all  states  recog- 
nize Validated  Brucellosis  -  Free 
Herds  and  accept  animals  from  these 
herds  for  import  without  further  test. 
Universal  recognition  of  Validated 
Brucellosis-Free  Herds  will  encour- 
age the  eventual  eradication  of  brucel- 
losis from  all  swine. 


Cooperation   of  Organizations  and  Individuals  in  the  Brucellosis  Eradication 

Program 


Many  organizations  and  individuals 
have  taken  a  vital  interest  in  brucel- 
losis eradication  throughout  the 
years,  and  without  their  support  the 
program  could  not  succeed.  For  in- 
stance, the  Extension  Service  has  done 
an  outstanding  job  in  furthering  edu- 
cation on  brucellosis  and  its  eradica- 
tion, and  often  takes  a  leading  role  in 
certain  physical  aspects  of  the  pro- 
gram. To  name  all  of  these  fine  or- 
ganizations would  be  an  endless  task. 
Many  will  be  mentioned  in  the  narra- 
tive reports  of  progress  in  the  indi- 
vidual states.  Many  others,  although 
not  mentioned,  have  contributed 
equally  as  much  and  must  be  given 
their  share  of  credit  and  thanks. 


One  group  which  has  done 
much  to  forward  brucellosis  eradi- 
cation through  its  active  participa- 
tion is  the  practicing  veterinarians. 
Thousands  have  contributed  their 
time  and  energy  in  conducting  the 
necessary  tests  and  vaccinations  of 
livestock  and  providing  vital  in- 
formation and  professional  advice 
to  farmers  and  ranchers.  There 
is  still  a  great  need  for  their 
assistance,  particularly  in  those 
areas  which  are  lagging.  Practic- 
ing veterinarians  everywhere  are 
requested  to  renew  their  inter- 
est and  take  part  more  ac- 
tively whenever  and  wherever  pos- 
sible. 


Economic  Losses  to  the  Cattle  Industry,  Past  and  Present 


When  brucellosis  eradication  began, 
more  than  10  percent  of  all  cattle 
blood  tested  had  the  disease.  Losses 
to  the  livestock  industry  in  reduced 
milk  production,  aborted  and  dead 
calves,  and  cost  of  replacing  unpro- 
ductive cows  were  enormous.  In  1 947, 


losses  to  the  cattle  industry  were 
conservatively  estimated  to  be 
$100,000,000.  At  that  time  the  in- 
cidence of  the  disease  had  been  re- 
duced to  4.5  percent.  No  doubt  the 
losses  were  several  hundred  million 
dollars    a   year  in  the  early  1930's. 
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Annual  losses  to  the  cattlemen 
have  been  continually  reduced  through 
the  years.  For  instance,  in  1954, 
with  a  disease  incidence  of  2.4  per- 
cent, milk,  cow  and  calf  losses  were 
estimated  at  $58,300,000.  These  were 
estimated  again  in  1961,  and  with  a 
disease  incidence  of  1.04  percent,  the 
losses  had  dropped  to  $23,300,000. 
In  terms  of  savings  to  the  livestock 


industry,  the  brucellosis  eradication 
program  is  realizing  an  annual  profit 
of  several  hundred  percent  over 
cost.  This  does  not  include  indi- 
rect benefits  such  as  the  reduced 
number  of  cases  of  human  brucel- 
losis. Certainly,  in  terms  of  an  im- 
proved economy  every  dollar  spent  in 
brucellosis  eradication  is  fully  jus- 
tified. 


National  Goal  for  Brucellosis  Eradication 


All  factors  in  the  brucellosis  erad- 
ication program  have  been  taken  into 
account  and  carefully  considered  in 
relation  to  establishing  a  goal  for 
brucellosis  eradication  in  the  United 
States.  It  can  now  be  announced  that 
a  realistic  goal  for  total  eradication 
of  brucellosis  in  this  Nation  is  1975. 
This  will  be  possible  only  if  each 
state  will  do  its  share  by  achieving 
Certified  Brucellosis  -  Free  Area  sta- 


tus by  1972  or  before.  With  a  buffer 
of  3  additional  years  in  which  to 
concentrate  all  efforts  toward  eradi- 
cating brucellosis  in  other  species 
of  livestock,  there  is  no  reason 
now  foreseen  which  would  prevent 
eradication  by  1975.  With  a  Na- 
tional goal  to  work  toward,  it  is 
hoped  that  all  states  will  be  able 
to  adjust  their  programs  to  achieve 
it. 


The  Brucellosis  Program  Following  Eradication 


Many  are  wondering  what  is  in 
store  for  the  Nation  in  terms  of  a 
continuing  brucellosis  program  fol- 
lowing eradication.  Plans  for  this 
period  are  well  advanced,  and  all 
segments  of  the  livestock  industry 
must  be  told  of  these  plans  at  every 
opportunity.  Certainly,  a  program 
with  a  definite,  clearly  defined  ter- 
mination, known  to  all,  will  foster  the 
enthusiasm  necessary  to  carry  it 
through  successfully  to  the  final  goal. 

When  it  is  apparent  that  brucel- 
losis has  been  eradicated,  various 
phases  of  the  brucellosis  eradication 
program  will  be  curtailed,  while 
others  will  decrease.  This  will  occur 
when  no  infected  animals  have  been 
found  for  a  reasonable  period  of 
time.  This  point  is  expected  in  1975, 
at  which  time  testing  of  animals  at 
farms  and  ranches  will  have  ended. 
Calfhood  vaccination  will  be  gradually 
discontinued  as  the  risk  of  exposure 


is  reduced  to  the  vanishing  point. 
It  is  anticipated  that  calfhood  vaccina- 
tion, at  the  option  of  the  livestock 
owners,  will  continue  for  a  time  fol- 
lowing eradication  in  each  area  until 
the  livestock  industry  has  assured 
itself  that  brucellosis  has,  in  fact, 
been  eradicated.  At  that  "point,  all 
calfhood  vaccination  will  be  discon- 
tinued, thereby  saving  many  millions 
of  dollars  each  year. 

The  two  major  surveillance  pro- 
grams, milk  ring  testing  and  market 
cattle  testing,  will  continue  unabated 
for  a  limited  time  to  assure  that 
brucellosis  will  be  detected  imme- 
diately should  infection  break  out  at 
any  point,  or  should  new  infection  be 
introduced  through  international  im- 
ports. As  the  period  without  infection 
grows  longer  and  longer,  these  sur- 
veillance programs  will  be  cut  to  a 
minimum.  Total  coverage  is  expected 
to  give  way  to  intermittant  screening 
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of  livestock  populations,  based  upon 
statistically  valid  samples,  to  assure 
that  all  livestock  continue  to  be  free 
of  infection. 

When  everyone  is  satisfied  that 
brucellosis  has  been  eradicated,  once 
and  for  all,  the  only  continuous  ac- 
tivity will  be  the  comprehensive 
screening  of  animals  imported  from 
nations    where  the  disease  is  known 


to  exist  to  preclude  introduction  of 
the  disease. 

If  the  livestock  industry  continues 
its  solid  support  of  the  program  in 
all  areas,  and  financial  support  re- 
mains at  an  adequate  level,  there  is 
no  question  but  that  brucellosis  will 
be  eradicated  in  all  species  of  sus- 
ceptible livestock  in  less  than  fifteen 
years. 


Certified  Brucellosis-Free  Areas 


There  were  57  counties  added  to  the 
list  of  Certified  Brucellosis-Free 
Areas  during  1961,  bringing  the  total 
to  100.  These  are  located  in  1 1  dif- 
ferent states.  Although  New  Hamp- 
shire is  still  the  only  State  to  hold 
this  title,  Maine  expects  to  qualify 
its  last  county  any  day.  Barring 
unforseen  circumstances,  Maine  will 
be  the  second  State  to  be  declared 
brucellosis  -  free. 

A  record  of  herds  found  infected 
in  Certified  Brucellosis- Free  Areas 
is  maintained  in  Washington,  D.  C. 
According  to  the  most  recent  tabula- 
tion, only  one   such  infected  herd  is 


being  found  each  three  years,  on  the 
average,  in  each  Certified  Brucel- 
losis-Free County,  Although  there  is 
reason  to  be  very  pleased  with  this 
record,  there  is  also  reason  to  voice 
a  word  of  caution.  Surveillance  pro- 
grams must  be  well  developed  in 
these  areas  so  that  infection,  should 
it  gain  entrance,  will  be  promptly 
detected  and  wiped  out  before  it  can 
spread  to  other  susceptible  herds. 
Also,  each  area  should  be  very  care- 
fully qualified;  there  can  be  no  com- 
promise with  total  eradication,  par- 
ticularly in  Certified  Brucellosis- 
Free  Areas, 


Modified  Certified  Brucellosis  Areas 


One  state  lost  its  Modified  Cer- 
tified Brucellosis  Area  status  during 
1961  when  a  few  herds  in  one  county 
were  not  submitted  for  the  necessary 
tests.  Litigation  late  in  the  year  was 
decided  by  the  Court  in  favor  of  the 
state.  As  this  report  went  to  press, 
notice  was  received  that  the  neces- 
sary tests  had  been  completed  and  that 
the  county  qualified  for  reinstatement. 
The  certification  status  of  the  state 
has  now  been  restored. 

As  far  as  counties  are  concerned, 
2  52  earned  this  designation,  and  13 
lost  it,  for  a  net  increase  of  239. 
This  compares  with  a  net  increase 
of  250  in  1960.  With  only  551  coun- 


ties yet  to  join  the  program  at  the 
end  of  1961,  there  will  be  fewer  areas 
completing  this  phase  of  the  brucel- 
losis eradication  program  each  year. 

It  is  entirely  possible  that  all  areas 
can  achieve  Modified  Certified  Bru- 
cellosis Area  status  by  the  end  of 
fiscal  year  1965,  Therefore,  a  goal 
of  June  30,  1965  has  been  established 
for  Modified  Certified  Brucellosis 
Area  status  for  the  entire  Nation. 
There  are  a  few  states  in  which 
the  present  program  must  be  ac- 
celerated in  order  to  meet  this  goal. 
In  the  several  intervening  years,  how- 
ever, adjustments  should  be  possible, 
even  in  the  most  difficult  situations. 
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Recertification  of  Modified  Certified  Brucellosis  Areas 


With  counties  coming  due  for  re- 
certification  as  Modified  Certified 
Brucellosis  Areas  at  the  rate  of 
more  than  700  per  year,  it  can  be 
seen  that  recertification  is  now  one 
of  the  major  activities  of  the  brucel- 
losis eradication  program.  The  mini- 
mum requirements  of  the  Uniform 
Methods  and  Rules  for  recertification 
of  Modified  Certified  Brucellosis 
Areas  are  designed  to  maintain  this 
status  and  move  slowly  toward  eradi- 
cation. All  activities  should  be  in- 
creased in  scope  when  each  state 
achieves  this  status.  Following  ini- 
tial certification,  each  state  mustde- 
vote  a  period  of  time  to  consolidating 


the  gains  which  have  been  made  .  He  rds 
under  quarantine  must  be  retested 
and  freed  of  infection.  Surveillance 
programs,  such  as  market  cattle  and 
milk  ring  testing,  must  be  improved 
and  increased  m  frequency  so  that  as 
many  herds  as  possible  will  be  con- 
tinually screened  for  evidence  of 
new  infection.  As  maximum  coverage 
is  attained,  the  state  should  be  well 
along  with  the  Certified  Brucellosis - 
Free  Area  phase  of  the  eradication 
program.  To  be  satisfied  only  with 
maintaining  Modified  Certified  Bru- 
cellosis Area  status  is  to  jeopardize 
the  substantial  investment  already 
made  in  b rue ellos is  eradication. 


Progress  During  1961 


All  activities  of  the  brucellosis 
eradication  program  increased  in  vol- 
ume during  the  past  year,  and  the  in- 
cidence of  the  disease  continued  to 
fall.  The  number  of  lots  of  cattle 
blood  tested  increased  almost  36 
percent  through  expanded  activities 
of  the  market  cattle  testing  program. 
Attesting  to  the  value  of  this  proce- 
dure was  an  increase  of  7,197  in  the 
number  of  lots  in  which  diseased 
animals  were  found.  However,  the 
percent  lots  with  reactors  dropped 
to  a  new  low  of  3.9  percent. 

With  half  of  the  states  in  the  Na- 
tion certified  as  of  June  30,  1961, 
it  is  interesting  to  compare  them 
with  the  noncertified  states  in  regard 
to  the  number  of  farms  or  ranches  on 
which  brucellosis  reactors  were  found 
in  fiscal  years  1960  and  1961,  Of  the 
31,910  premises  with  infection  in 
1960,  only  8,946  were  m  certified 
states,  as  compared  with  Z2,964  in 
noncertified  states.  Of  the  28,741 
premises  with  infection  in  1961,  only 
6,251  were  in  certified  states,  as 
compared  with  22,490  m  noncertified 
states.  Plotted  on  a  graph,  it  can 
readily  be  seen  that  almost  all  of  the 
reduction    in   1961   was   in  the  certi- 


fied states.  This  speaks  well  for  the 
efficiency  of  the  program  inproceed- 
ing  toward  total  eradication  in  certi- 
fied areas . 

The  number  of  cattle  blood  tested 
was  up  7  percent  over  1960,  but  the 
number  of  reactors  disclosed  m  1961 
was  approximately  the  same  (135,915 
in  1960,  and  136,816  in  1961),  There 
were  1.04  percent  reactors  for  the 
year.  Many  new  areas  were  added 
to  the  program,  some  of  which  had 
a  comparatively  high  incidence  of 
brucellosis,  and  this  contributed  to 
the  constant  number  of  infected  ani- 
mals found.  Also,  with  increasing 
efficiency  of  the  s  c  reening  programs , 
testing  activities  are  being  funnelled 
into  a  higher  percentage  of  the  herds 
most  likely  to  reveal  reactors. 

The  number  of  milk  ring  tests  in- 
creased almost  6  percent  over  1960 
in  spite  of  a  continued  decrease  in 
the  number  of  dairy  herds  in  the 
United  States.  This  was  the  result 
of  increased  frequency  of  tests  in 
many  areas.  Suspicious  milk  ring 
tests  reached  a  new  low  of  only  1.9 
percent. 
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Milk  Ring  Testing  Program 


The  milk  ring  testing  program  is 
still  the  brightest  spot  in  the  brucel- 
losis eradication  picture.  Already 
seven  states  are  conducting  these 
tests  at  the  desired  frequency  of  four 
times  a  year.  An  additional  ZO  are 
testing  3  times  a  year;  23  are  testing 
twice;  and  1  is  testing  some  of  the 
herds  once  a  year.  All  states  are 
urged  to  increase  the  frequency  to 
four  times  a  year  as  soon  as  work 
loads  will  permit. 

In  regard  to  the  value  of  milk 
ring  testing  and  market  cattle  testing, 
in  Certified  Brucellosis-Free  Areas 
these  tests  have  been  the  most  effi- 


cient of  all  procedures  in  detecting 
infected  herds,  and  this  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  annual  blood  tests  of  all  herds 
are    conducted    in  many  such  areas. 

Although  of  limited  value ,  the  cream 
ring  test  is  now  used  by  20  states 
to  disclose  suspicious  herds.  There 
is  hope  that  the  cream  test  will  be 
further  standardized  so  that  results 
will  be  more  reliable.  Should  this 
be  achieved,  the  task  of  blood  testing 
large  numbers  of  small  dairy  herds 
selling  cream  in  some  areas  will  be 
eliminated  and  the  herds  will  be  more 
effectively  screened. 


Present  Status  of  the  Market  Cattle  Testing  Program 


Participation  of  the  various  states 
in  the  market  cattle  testing  program 
has  been  increasing  at  a  phenomenal 
rate.  At  the  close  of  1961,  only 
five  states  had  not  yet  begun  tests  of 
cattle  originating  in  their  own  terri- 
tory. While  the  program  is  still  on 
a  small  scale  in  many  states,  it  has 
mushroomed  to  a  very  large  program 
on  a  national  scale,  and  market  cattle 
are   now  being  tested  at  the  rate  of 


more  than  two  million  a  year.  It 
is  highly  significant  that  the  pres- 
ent rate  is  very  close  to  the  min- 
imum number  of  tests  desired  for 
an  adequate  program- -five  percent 
of  the  cows  in  the  United  States. 
If  tests  were  obtained  at  this 
rate  in  all  areas  there  would  be 
no  question  but  that  brucellosis 
eradication  would  be  materially 
hastened. 


Market  Cattle   Testing  in  Conjunction  with  Initial  Certification  of  Areas 


A  major  step  forward  was  the 
adoption,  during  1961,  of  the  market 
cattle  testing  program  to  qualify  in- 
dividual herds  of  cattle  in  areas  seek- 
ing recognition  as  Modified  Certified 
Brucellosis  Areas.  Under  this  pro- 
gram, areas  with  beef  herds  under- 
take a  three  -year  plan  of  qualification. 
As  many  herds  as  possible  will  be 
brought  under  the  market  cattle  test- 
ing program.  To  be  classed  as  a  free 
herd,  each  herd  so  qualifying  must 
have  been  enrolled  for  a  period  of 
not  less  than  18  months,  and  the 
number  of  market  tests  credited  to 
each  herd  must  be  not  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  cows  in  the  herd. 
All    dairy   herds    in  the  area  should 


be  covered  by  semi-annual  milk 
ring  tests 

Beef  herds  which  are  not  infected 
will  benefit  by  this  program,  since 
tests  at  the  ranch  will  be  needed  only 
in.  those  which  reveal  infection  in  the 
market  cattle.  This  should  do  much 
toward  enlisting  the  participation  of 
the  approximately  500  counties  which 
have  not  yet  joined  the  program  on 
an  area  basis.  Since  a  number  of  these 
areas  have  a  relatively  high  incidence 
of  brucellosis,  particularly  in  the 
South,  this  should  lower  the  cost  of 
initial  certification  by  funnelling 
eradication  activities  into  those  herds 
most  likely  to  be  infected. 
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Calfhood  Vaccination 


Vaccination  of  calves  increased  in 
1961  by  alnnost  6  percent,  topping 
1959  by  almost  20,000,  and  establish- 
ing a  new  high  for  this  activity.  How- 
ever, there  is  still  a  great  need  to 
increase  vaccination  in  most  areas, 
particularly  in  the  Plains  States  and 
South  were  brucellosis  eradication  is 
lagging  and  where  the  incidence  of  the 
disease  is  relatively  high.  Compla- 
cency in  Modified  Certified  Brucel- 
losis Areas  must  be  overcome,  also, 
as  a  highly  resistant  cattle  population 
is  necessary  until  the  risk  of  ex- 
posure has  been  eliminated.  Esti- 
mates by  the  various  states  indicate 


that,  on  the  average,  only  60  percent 
of  the  eligible  heifer  calves  are 
being  vaccinated  at  the  present  time. 
This  should  be  increased  to  a  mini- 
mum of  80  percent  if  the  greatest 
benefit  is  to  be  realized.  Farmers 
and  ranchers  can  contribute  a  great 
deal  to  the  program  by  taking  an  ac- 
tive interest  in  this  activity,  request- 
ing the  service  whenever  calves  reach 
the  proper  ages.  Although  a  substan- 
tial portion  of  calves  vaccinated  re- 
ceive the  service  at  the  owners' 
expense,  this  is  one  of  the  finest 
"insurance  policies"  which  can  be 
obtained. 


"Problem  Herd"  Program 


As  work  loads  decrease  in  Modi- 
fied Certified  Brucellosis  States,  par- 
ticularly in  relation  to  the  number  of 
herds  revealing  infection,  brucellosis 
eradication  is  hastened  by  adoption 
of  the  "problem  herd"  program.  Per- 
haps this  program  is  misnamed,  for 
there  are  no  such  things  as  "problem 
herds",  but  there  are  herds  with  spe- 
cial problems.  In  most  states  a  few 
herds  will  be  found  which  do  not  re- 
spond to  usual  program  procedures. 
Sometimes  this  is  due  to  failure  on 
the  part  of  the  cattle  owners  to  ob- 
serve the  minimum  recommendations 
for  brucellosis  eradication.  In  other 
cases  there  are  stubborn  problems 
which  require  additional  tests  and 
procedures  in  order  to  identify  the 
last  infected  animals  and  free  the 
herds  of  brucellosis.  In  most  areas 
where  the  program  is  m  operation 
(now  17  states),  veterinary  brucel- 
losis eradication  specialists  are  di- 
recting   the     activities.     These  men 


have  received  advanced  training  in 
the  skills  and  principles  involved, 
and  their  efforts  are  meeting  with 
outstanding  success.  At  first  there 
was  a  tendency  to  believe  that  sup- 
plemental tests  would  be  most  useful 
in  removing  suspicion  from  certain 
animals  with  persistent  titers  to  the 
blood  serum  agglutination  test,  but 
which  were  not  frank  reactors.  On 
the  contrary,  the  most  valuable 
contribution  of  these  tests  is  to 
prove  the  presence  of  active  viru- 
lent field  strains  of  Brucella.  Many 
herds  which  might  otherwise  have 
remained  infected  for  a  number  of 
years  have  been  freed  of  brucel- 
losis quite  promptly  by  this  ap- 
proach. It  is  believed  that  prac- 
tically all  states  will  need  this 
type  of  service  before  eradication 
is  attained.  Brucellosis  eradica- 
tion specialists  are  being  trained 
as  rapidly  as  possible  to  fill  the 
need. 


"Closing  the  Gap" 


To  those  who  are  most  familiar 
with  the  brucellosis  eradication  pro- 
gram throughout  the  United  States, 
it    is    obvious    that   there  is  a  great 


need  to  "close  the  gap."  A  number 
of  states  are  on  the  verge  of  total 
eradication  but  their  efforts  are  ham- 
pered by  other  areas  which,  m  some 
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cases,  have  not  yet  requested  the  pro - 
gram  on  an  area  basis.  Regional 
eradication  with  strong  barriers 
against  the  less  advanced  regions  is 
not  realistic  nor  practical.  The  cost 
of  such  a  sustained  program  would 
be  prohibitive,  and  the  program  would 
not  be  completely  successful.  Bru- 
cellosis will  continue  to  find  its  way 
into  populations  formerly  free  of  the 
disease  as  long  as  it  exists  unchecked 


anywhere  in  the  Nation.  An  urgent 
appeal  should  be  made  now  to 
all  nonparticipating  areas  to  join 
in  this  most  worthwhile  endeavor. 
Every  dollar  spent  now  will  buy 
more  in  terms  of  brucellosis 
eradication  than  at  any  time  in 
the  history  of  the  program.  If  all 
areas  approach  eradication  simul- 
taneously the  savings  will  be  enor- 
mous . 


A  Look  at  the  Future 


1962  should  be  a  banner  year  in 
brucellosis  eradication  achievements. 
Those  States  which  expect  to  attain 
Certified  Brucellosis -Free  Area  sta- 
tus are  Maine,  Connecticut,  Rhode 
Island  and  Utah.  The  goals  given  by 
the  various  states  for  new  Certified 
Brucellosis -Free  Area  counties  in- 
dicate   an  expected  increase  of  163. 

Those  States  which  expect  to 
achieve  Modified  Certified  Brucel- 
losis Area  status  are  South  Carolina, 
California,  Arkansas,  Virginia,  Alas - 
ka,  Illinois,  Kansas  and  Missouri. 
If  all  of  these  are  successful,  this 
will  be  the  largest  number  of  states 
ever    to    qualify    in   a    single  year. 


Individual  goals  of  the  various  states 
indicate  that  304  new  counties  will 
earn  this  designation. 

The  one  dark  spot  on  this  otherwise 
bright  picture  is  that  only  120  of  the 
534  counties  remaining  to  be  ce rtified 
at  the  close  of  1962  are  expected  to 
be  working  toward  Modified  Certified 
Brucellosis  Area  status  on  a  com- 
plete area  basis.  Counties  not  yet 
participating  will  be  located  in  the 
following  eleven  States:  Alabama, 
Colorado,  Florida,  Iowa,  Louisiana, 
Mississippi,  Nebraska,  North  Dakota, 
South  Dakota,  Texas  and  Wyoming. 
Let's  strive  for  '65!

The  modified  certified  phase  of  the 
brucellosis  eradication  program  is 
moving  along  on  schedule  inAlabama, 
with  statewide  certification  now  ex- 
pected by  June,  1965.  Contributing  to 
this  very  satisfactory  progress  was 
a  200  percent  increase  in  State  appro- 
priations, and  removal  of  the  restric - 
tion  that  all  State  funds  must  be 
applied  to  calfhood  vaccination. 

The  market  cattle  testing  program 
is  solidly  established  following  trials 
at  several  stockyards.  This  program 
will  soon  embrace  all  stockyards  in 
the  State.  The  Extension  Service, 
through  livestock  specialists  and 
county  agents,  has  held  an  effective 
series  of  meetings  to  discuss  area 
testing  and  calfhood  vaccination,  and 
has  widely  distributed  educational 
leaflets  covering  many  phases  of  the 
program.

More  and  more  calves  will  be 
vaccinated,  particularly  in  view  of 
the  increased  funds  available. 

The  milk  ring  test  continues  to  be 
one  of  the  most  valuable  phases  of  the 
brucellosis  eradication  program.  All 
commercial  dairies  in  the  State  are 
tested  three  times  a  year,  and  follow- 
up  blood  tests  are  conducted  on  all 
herds  showing  reactions  of  "1  plus" 
as  soon  as  possible  after  test  results 
are  available.  The  effectiveness  of 
this  activity  is  demonstrated  conclu- 
sively by  the  fact  that  the  percent  of 
herd  tests  which  are  suspicious  has 
been  cut  in  half  during  the  past  six 
months . 

Future  prospects  are  bright  for  in- 
creased participation  by  practicing 
veterinarians.

At  the  time  information  for  this 
report  was  submitted,  only  one  herd 
remained  to  be  tested  in  order  to 
establish  the  mainland  section  of 
Alaska  as  a  Modified  Certified 
Brucellosis  Area.  Counties  have  not 
yet  been  designated,  so  for  purposes 
of  certification  the  three  major  geo- 
graphic divisions  will  be  utilized. 
These  are  (1)  all  of  the  mainland  of 
Alaska  other  than  that  part  lying  in 
Southeastern  Alaska,  (Z)  Southeastern 
Alaska,  and  (3)  Islands.

eartag  numbering  system  and  the 
standard  calf  vaccination  tattoo. 
Calfhood  vaccination  is  expected 
to  increase  in  the  future  with 
the  additional  service  now  avail- 
able. 

Milk  ring  tests  are  conducted  three 
times  a  year.  Although  the  number 
of  dairies  represented  is  small,  not 
one  suspicious  test  has  occur  red  dur- 
ing the  past  year  and  a  half.  Annual 
blood  tests  of  herds  is  relied  upon 
in  areas  not  readily  accessable  for 
repeated  milk  ring  tests.

Arizona  seems  to  have  reached  a 
plateau  in  its  efforts  to  eradicate 
brucellosis,  the  statistics  indicating 
that  further  progress  will  be  slow. 
For  instance,  in  the  milk  ring  test 
program,  suspicious  tests  have  re- 
mained almost  constant  at  more  than 
seven  percent  for  the  past  two  and  a 
half  years.  Based  on  blood  tests  of 
herds,  the  percent  infected  herds  is 
approximately  the  same  as  a  year  ago. 
On  the  brighter  side,  however,  is  a 
significant  decrease  in  the  percent 
and  actual  number  of  reactors  dis- 
closed. This  means  that  there  are 
now  fewei  reactors  per  infected  herd. 

Further  progress  in  brucellosis 
eradication  will  depend  upon  adop- 
tion of  the  more  advanced  phases  of 
the  program  such  as  the  Certified 
Brucellosis-Free  Area  plan.  Attain- 
ing this  status  will  depend  upon  adop- 
tion of  the  market  cattle  testing  pro- 
gram. Present  activity  in  this  regard 


is  limited  to  testing  back-tagged 
cattle  from  out-of-state  sources  plus 
a  few  animals  which  have  been  tagged 
by  Arizona  cattle  owners  on  a  volun- 
tary cooperation  bases.  Through 
November,  1961,  no  significant 
agglutinin  titers  had  been  revealed 
in  any  Arizona  cattle  tested  under 
this  procedure.  Interest  on  the  part 
of  cattlemen  from  time  to  time  indi- 
cates that  when  market  testing  is 
formally  adopted  the  industry  will 
cooperate. 

Smaller  dairy  herds  are  consoli- 
dating and  fewer  replacement  calves 
are  being  raised.  Therefore,  calfhood 
vaccinations  are  expected  to  decrease 
in  the  future. 

The  "problem  herd"  program  has 
been  operating  on  a  limited  scale, 
with  four  herds  included  during  1961, 
all  of  which  have  been  released  from 
quarantine.

This  State  could  very  well  be  the 
next  to  achieve  statewide  Modified 
Certified  Brucellosis  Area  status.  In 
fact,  this  may  already  have  been  ac- 
complished by  the  time  this  report  is 
off  the  presses.  In  view  of  the  very 
active  market  cattle  testing  program 
and  the  fact  that  all  tests  at  markets 
are  credited  to  herds  of  origin, 
Arkansas  has  set  a  goal  of  1965  to 
achieve  Certified  Brucellosis- Free 
status . 

The  market  cattle  testing  program 
covers  all  adult  female  cattle  mov- 
ing through  auction  markets.  State 
requirements  are  that  all  consignors 
must  furnish  the  name  of  the  owner 
and  the  location  of  the  herd  of  origin. 
All  blood  samples  are  screened  prior 
to  sale  of  the  animals,  and  control 
of  infected  and  exposed  animals  is 
thereby  obtained.  The  program  has 
proved  very  effective  in  locating  foci 
of  infection,  as  well  as  providing  data 
for  recertification  of  counties.

The  operators  of  the  livestock  auc- 
tion markets  deserve  special  recog- 
nition for  their  fine  contribution  to 
the  success  of  the  market  cattle 
testing  program,  for  this  procedure 
has  added  materially  to  their  task  of 
handling  cattle  prior  to  sale.  The 
Arkansas  Farm  Bureau  Federation 
has  also  contributed  greatly  to  the 
brucellosis  eradication  program.  The 
Extension  Service  has  aided  mate- 
rially by  organizing  and  promoting 
calfhood  vaccinations  and  is  continuing 
a  fine  educational  program  with  indi- 
vidual cattle  owners. 

Brucellosis  eradication  activities 
in  -swine  are  limited  at  present,  but 
swine  producers  are  being  encouraged 
to  participate.  Swine  and  goats  are 
tested  on  premises  on  which  infected 
cattle  have  been  found. 

During  the  past  year,  140  blood 
samples  from  deer  were  tested  with 
negative  results.

Only  three  counties  remain  to  be 
certified,  and  California  expects  to 
attain  statewide  Modified  Certified 
Brucellosis  Area  status  by  June  30, 
1962,  Although  the  previously  esti- 
mated goal  has  been  set  back  six 
months,  this  does  not  detract  from 
the  very  outstanding  progress  which 
has  been  made.  Present  plans  call 
for  a  simultaneous  request  for  Certi- 
fied Brucellosis-Free  Area  status 
for  one  county  on  the  same  day  the 
State  becomes  modified  certified.  If 
this  is  accomplished,  it  will  mark  a 
new  "first"  in  the  brucellosis  eradi- 
cation program.  The  considerable 
momentum  already  generated  is  ex- 
pected to  carry  the  State  right  on 
through  to  Certified  Brucellosis-Free 
Area  status  for  all  counties  on  or 
about  1965. 

One  factor  which  will  contribute 
significantly     toward  achieving 


brucellosis-free  status  for  the  State 
is  the  market  cattle  testing  program. 
This  procedure  has  now  been  extended 
to  all  certified  counties.  Details  such 
as  simplifying  the  process  of  estab- 
lishing ownership  and  identification 
of  cattle  are  being  investigated  so  as 
to  include  the  maximum  number  of 
slaughter  cattle  possible.  The  State- 
wide Brucellosis  Committee  and  the 
Extension  Service  have  contributed 
valuable  support  and  assistance  in 
this  and  other  phases  of  the  brucellosis 
eradication  program. 

A  voluntary  Validated  Brucellosis- 
Free  Herd  program  for  swine  is  in 
operation.  Swine  brucellosis  eradi- 
cation efforts  on  an  area  basis  are 
expected  to  get  under  way  during 
1962  with  adoption  of  a  Vali- 
dated Brucellosis-Free  Area 
program.

The  brucellosis  eradication  pro- 
gram is  progressing  slowly  in 
Colorado.  Although  more  than  half 
of  the  counties  in  the  State  are  Modi- 
fied Certified  Brucellosis  Areas,  only- 
one  such  county  was  added  during 
the  past  year.  The  23  counties  not 
yet  actively  engaged  in  the  area  certi- 
fication program  are  all  expected  to 
be  working  by  January  1,  1964.  If 
this  is  the  case,  then  the  State  should 
have  no  difficulty  in  achieving  state- 
wide Modified  Certified  Brucellosis 
Area  status  by  December  31,  1965, 
the  present  goal.  Since  the  national 
goal  for  certification  of  all  areas  is 
June,  1965,  it  is  hoped  that  Colorado 
cattlemen  and  others  interested  in  the 
program  will  not  be  satisfied  with 
the  present  goal  and  will  shorten  the 
period  materially. 

With  interest  increasing  every- 
where in  the  State,  the  number  of 
calfhood  vaccinations  accomplished 
each  year  is  expected  to  increase. 
The  present  estimate  of  calves  vacci- 
nated is  55  percent  of  those  eligible. 


The  market  cattle  testing  program 
is  off  to  a  good  start  with  identifica- 
tion tags  available  to  owners  at  many 
of  the  auction  markets,  A  number  of 
owners  are  actively  participating  in 
this  phase  of  the  eradication  program 
in  every  county  presently  certified. 
However,  to  be  effective,  the  number 
of  animals  tagged  and  tested  must 
increase  considerably. 

Many  Colorado  livestock  organi- 
zations are  helping  to  further  the 
brucellosis  eradication  program. 
County  Brucellosis  Committees  have 
assisted  greatly  by  organizing  the 
testing  for  certification  and  recerti- 
fication  of  areas,  and  especially  in 
implementing  the  market  cattle  test- 
ing program.  The  Colorado  Veterinary 
Medical  Association  has  also  been  of 
assistance.  The  Extension  Service 
has-  distributed  a  great  deal  of  edu- 
cational material  to  livestock  own- 
ers, conducted  a  number  of  meetings 
to  discuss  brucellosis  eradication, 
and  helped  to  organize  the  testing 
and  back  tagging  programs.

Connecticut  is  nnaking  progress 
toward  Certified  Brucellosis-Free 
Area  status  and  expects  to  establish 
the  first  such  county  very  soon.  The 
present  goal  for  statewide  brucel- 
losis-free status  is  December  31, 
1962. 

More  and  nnore  of  the  small  milk- 
producing  herds  have  been  brought 
under  the  milk  ring  test  program, 
and  the  present  frequency  of  such 
tests  is  four  times  a  year. 

The  market  cattle  testing  program 
was  instituted  during  1961  and  covers 
most  of  the  slaughter  cattle.  Tested 
cattle  are  traced  to  herds  of  origin. 


The  State  has  increased  the  fre- 
quency of  blood  tests  of  herds  not 
covered  by  the  milk  ring  test.  Tests 
on  such  herds  will  be  conducted  at 
least  once  each  18  months. 

Calfhood  vaccinations  continue  at 
a  very  high  level  with  more  replace- 
ments being  raised  and  better 
coverage  by  practicing  veterinarians. 

Special  investigations  are  being 
conducted  in  herds  revealing  reactors 
which  are  official  vaccinates.  It  is 
hoped  that  these  studies  will  shed 
additional  light  on  the  subject  of 
relative  resistance  afforded  by  vacci- 
nation.

The  swine  brucellosis  eradication 
program  in  Delaware  was  launched 
on  December  6,  1961,  when  program 
officials  met  withthe  swine  producers. 
There  is  considerable  optimism  that 
the  Validated  Brucellosis  -  Free  Herd 
program  will  be  widely  accepted. 

Two  dairy  herds  and  one  beef  herd 
had  serious  outbreaks  of  brucellosis 
during  1961,  thereby  increasing  the 
number  of  reactors  in  the  State  over 
the  previous  year  or  two.  Every 
effort  is  being  made  to  contain  the 
infection  and  eradicate  it  as  soon  as 
possible.  Pinpointing  the  source  of 
infection  and  methods  of  spread  has 
been  difficult. 

Milk  ring  tests  are  conducted  at 
four-month    intervals     on    all  com- 


mercial dairy  herds  in  the  State. 
Suspicious  herds  which  have  not  had 
a  blood  test  within  45  days  are  blood 
tested.  In  view  of  the  difficulties 
experienced  with  the  three  herds 
already  mentioned,  and  a  continuing 
low  percentage  of  suspicious  ring 
tests,  it  is  evident  that  Delaware 
could  benefit  greatly  from  a  "problem 
herd"  program  in  which  all  known 
measures  to  detect  and  eliminate  in- 
fected cattle  would  be  utilized. 

The  State  is  not  yet  ready  to  begin 
the  Certified  Brucellosis-Free  Area 
program,  but  has  established  atenta- 
tive  starting  date  of  January  1,  1963. 
Under  present  plans.  New  Castle 
County  will  be  the  first  to  qualify. 
The  goal  for  statewide  Certified 
Brucellosis-Free  Area  status  is 
December  31,  1965.

In  February,  1961,  representatives 
of  the  Florida  Dairymen's  Associa- 
tion, Florida  Cattlemen's  Associa- 
tion, and  brucellosis  eradication  pro- 
gram officials  agreed  on  a  program 
which  will  eventually  lead  to  brucel- 
losis eradication.  In  essence,  calf- 
hood  vaccination  is  being  stressed 
and  the  market  cattle  testing  program 
has  been  adopted  to  determine  the 
incidence  of  the  disease.  Dairy  herds 
suspicious  to  the  milk  ring  test  are 
being  blood  tested.  A  full  evaluation 
of  all  data  will  be  conducted  after 
June  30,  1964.  Those  counties  in 
which  tests  of  slaughter  cattle  reveal 
infection  in  not  more  than  two  per- 
cent of  the  animals  tested  will  then 
undertake  a  complete  brucellosis  pro- 
gram which  will  lead  to  Modified 
Certified  Brucellosis  Area  status. 


The  Florida  Cattlemen's  Associa- 
tion, through  the  Florida  Cattlemen's 
Magazine,  has  given  active  support 
to  the  interim  program.  The  market 
cattle  testing  program  has  been  in- 
augurated at  eleven  of  the  auction 
markets  in  the  non-certified  area, 
and  at  the  time  this  report  went  to 
press,  plans  called  for  immediate 
addition  of  the  remaining  three 
markets.  There  is  also  an  intense 
desire  on  the  part  of  Directors  of 
the  Florida  Cattleman's  Association 
from  the  modified  certified  counties 
to  extend  the  market  cattle  testing 
program  to  those  areas  at  an  early 
date,  thereby  indicating  thehighfavor 
in  which  this  program  has  been  re- 
ceived.

Dooly  County  was  the  first  in  the 
Nation  to  conduct  swine  testing  on  an 
area  basis  to  eradicate  porcine  bru- 
cellosis. In  this  pilot  program,  only 
17  infected  animals  in  5  herds  were 
found.  The se  s  w  i  n  e  were  eliminated, 
and  retests  of  the  infected  herds 
were  pending  at  the  time  this  report 
went  to  press.  Indications  are  that 
the  disease  incidence  will  be  higher 
in  other  counties  of  south  Georgia. 
The  experience  gained  in  this  project 
will  be  invaluable  in  the  many  pro- 
grams to  follow  as  swine  brucellosis 
is  eradicated  in  all  areas. 

Adoption  of  the  Certified  Brucel- 
losis-Free Area  phase  of  the  bru- 
cellosis eradication  program  will 
depend  somewhat  on  progress  in  swine 
brucellosis  eradication.  Interest  in 
this  area  is  high,  but  it  is  too  early 
to  predict  a  goal  for  statewide  Certi- 
fied Brucellosis  -  Free  Area  status. 

The  market  cattle  testing  program 
is  in  full  operation,  with  both  slaughter 
and  replacement  cattle  being  tested 
at    auction    markets.

traced  to  herds  of  origin,  and  tests 
of  these  herds  are  productive.  The 
standard  back  tag  may  be  adopted 
next  year  in  conjunction  with  an 
expected  statewide  meat  inspection 
program. 

Due  primarily  to  physical  situa- 
tions under  which  herds  are  main- 
tained, there  have  been  herd  brucel- 
losis problems.  However,  in  most 
instances  ways  are  found  to  eliminate 
the  infection.  A  formal  "problem 
herd"  program  is  planned. 

The  Extension  Service  has  been 
very  active  and  helpful  in  its  educa- 
tional program,  arranging  meetings, 
encouraging  livestock  owners  to  carry 
out  program  procedures,  and  provid- 
ing press,  radio  and  television  re- 
leases. 

Milk  ring  tests  of  dairy  herds  are 
conducted  four  times  a  year.  With 
suspicious  tests  now  at  approximately 
six  percent,  there  remains  a  great 
deal  to  be  done  in  eliminating  infec- 
tion from  dairy  herds.

Hawaii  is  continually  moving  toward 
a  complete  area  brucellosis  eradica- 
tion program.  One  of  the  most  sig- 
nificant advances  during  1961  was 
the  conversion  of  all  Plan  B  dairy- 
herds  to  Plan  A.  Also,  the  100  per- 
cent slaughter  test  program  has  been 
improved  through  a  record  system 
which  relates  all  tests  to  herds  of 
origin.  By  crediting  herds  with  tests 
of  cows,  much  of  the  ranch  testing 
which  otherwise  would  have  been  re- 
quired for  certification  will  be  elimi- 
nated. All  counties  are  now  conducting 
area  programs  leading  to  certifica- 
tion, ari  a  goal  of  December  31, 
1963,  has  been  established  for  attain- 
ing statewide  Modified  Certified  Bru- 
cellosis Area  status. 

One  drawback  to  the  present  pro- 
gram  is  that  calves  are  not  identi- 


fied officially  in  all  cases  at  time 
of  vaccination.  Another  is  that  reports 
are  not  received  on  all  calves  vacci- 
nated. Educational  efforts  are  di- 
rected at  correcting  these  deficien- 
cies. 

Recent  checks  on  the  incidence  of 
the  disease  in  the  various  counties 
indicate  that  Hawaii  County  will  be 
the  most  difficult  to  certify.  Cleaning 
and  disinfection  of  infected  premises 
on  Oahu  is  now  conducted  under  di- 
rect supervision  of  State  or  Federal 
personnel.  During  certain  periods, 
retesting  of  infected  herds  and  herd 
additions  has  been  slowed  due  to  in- 
sufficient personnel,  especially  in 
Honolulu  County.  In  spite  of  present 
problems,  however,  Hawaii  does  have 
a  program  which  will  lead  to  brucel- 
losis eradication  in  the  not  too  distant 
future.

Recent  gains  in  Idaho  are  being 
consolidated  with  particular  emphasis 
on  expanding  the  market  cattle  test- 
ing program  to  all  livestock  markets . 
At  the  time  this  report  went  to  press, 
slaughter  cattle  were  being  tested  in 
3  of  the  30  stockyards,  and  breeding 
cattle  were  being  tested  in  11.  In- 
creased personnel  have  made  it  pos- 
sible to  expand  the  program  each 
month,  and  efforts  are  continuing 
toward  covering  sales  made  direct 
to  packers  in  the  field.  The  Idaho 
Cattlemen's  Association  has  greatly- 
assisted  the  program. 

Infected  herds  are  receiving 
constant  attention  from  the  District 
Veterinarians  who  are  supervising  a 
limited  "problem  herd"  program. 
Supplemental   procedures    have  been 


applied  in  a  number  of  such  herds. 
Classification  of  herds  with  infection 
has  been  completed  and  priority 
established  for  special  epidemiology. 

The  swine  herd  at  the  University  of 
Idaho,  Moscow,  is  a  Validated  Brucel- 
losis-Free Herd.  The  swine  brucel- 
losis eradication  program  will  be 
expanded  during  1962.  Recent  work 
conferences  have  stressed  this  phase 
of  the  over-all  brucellosis  program. 

The  Extension  Service  has  made 
many  outstanding  contributions  to  the 
brucellosis  eradication  program  in 
Idaho  through  the  years  and  continues 
to  give  valuable  service.  Achieve- 
ments in  the  State  are  due,  in  no 
small  part,  to  the  educational  efforts 
of  this  fine  organization.

Statewide  Modified  Certified  Bru- 
cellosis Area  status  is  now  expected 
by  December,  1962.  Only  three  coun- 
ties will  remain  to  be  certified  as  of 
June,  1962,  the  former  goal.  The 
reason  for  delay  is  the  continuing 
difficulty  in  securing  personnel  to 
conduct  the  needed  tests. 

The  cooperative  program  has  been 
greatly  strengthened  during  1961 
through  (1)  a  concentrated  extensive 
calfhood  vaccination  promotional  pro- 
gram, (2)  adoption  of  the  market  cattle 
testing  program,  (3)  confirmation  by 
the  central  laboratory  of  all  blood 
tests  of  cattle  conducted  at  auction 
markets  and  private  laboratories, 
(4)  addition  of  two  power  spraytrucks 
for  disinfection  of  premises,  (5)  as- 
signment of  a  brucellosis  project 
leader,  (6)  adoption  of  the  national 
ear  tag  numbering  system,  and 
(7)  adoption  of  special  ear  tags  to 
facilitate  identification  of  officially 
vaccinated  calves. 


Nearly  all  farm  organizations  are 
vigorously  supporting  the  brucellosis 
eradication  program.  Boards  of 
Supervisors  in  a  number  of  counties 
have  provided  funds  to  employ  men 
who  arrange  area  testing  activities. 
Animal  disease  committee  members 
in  a  number  of  additional  counties 
have  volunteered  this  same  service. 
Fine  cooperation  is  provided  by  farm 
advisors,  county  veterinarians,  voca- 
tional agriculture  instructors,  news- 
papers, television  and  radio  stations. 
The  Extension  Service  has  also  greatly 
aided  in  the  educational  phases  of  the 
program. 

Although  the  greatest  effort  is 
toward  initial  statewide  certification, 
infected  herds  disclosed  in  counties 
seeking  r ecertification  are  receiving 
particular  attention.  As  a  result  of 
this  activity  it  is  expected  that  many 
counties  will  be  eligible  for  Certified 
Brucellosis-Free  Area  status  soon 
after  the  State  becomes  modified 
certified.

Indiana  lost  statewide  Modified 
Certified  Brucellosis  Area  status  in 
1961  when  Gibson  County  failed  to 
qualify  for  recertification.  Litigation 
in  regard  to  untested  cattle  was  ter- 
minated late  in  the  year  and  a  favor- 
able ruling  was  made.  With  the  right 
to  test  all  cattle  upheld,  the  neces sary 
tests  were  soon  completed  and  certi- 
fication has  been  restored. 

One  result  of  the  loss  of  Gibson 
County  was  that  inauguration  of  the 
Certified  Brucellosis -Free  Area 
phase  of  the  eradication  program  was 
delayed.  Three  northern  counties  are 
ready  to  attempt  qualification.  A  ten- 
tative goal  of  January,  1970,  has  been 
established  for  statewide  Certified 
Brucellosis-Free  Area  status. 

Intensive  efforts  are  continuing  in 
infected  herds  to  rid  them  of  bru- 
cellosis.

effective  in  reducing  the  incidence  of 
the  disease  in  the  State  approximately 
20  percent  compared  with  I960.  The 
"problem  herd"  program  has  included 
24  herds  up  to  the  time  of  this  report. 
Some  were  just  starting,  while  others 
had  completed  several  tests  without 
disclosing  further  infection  and  are 
on  the  inactive  list.  Only  three  of 
the  herds  had  reactors  on  the  last 
test,  but  suspects  continue  to  be  a 
challenge  in  some  of  them. 

Indiana  has  had  an  active  swine 
brucellosis  eradication  program  for 
some  years.  There  was  an  increase 
of  25  in  the  number  of  herds  which 
have  qualified  for  Validated  Brucel- 
losis-Free status  for  a  total  of  140  at 
the  close  of  the  year.  In  addition,  all 
breeding  swine  returning  to  farms 
from  the  various  markets  are  re- 
quired to  be  tested.

Failure  to  obtain  legislation  needed 
to  assure  the  testing  of  all  eligible 
cattle  in  counties  seeking  Modified 
Certified  Brucellosis  Area  status  has 
resulted  in  an  extensive  cut-back  in 
the  brucellosis  eradication  program 
in  Iowa.  The  majority  of  counties 
which  were  striving  for  certification 
have,  with  great  reluctance,  been 
dropped.  It  is  hoped  that  testing  al- 
ready accomplished  in  some  few  coun- 
ties will  be  sufficient  to  encourage 
completion  in  time  to  salvage  the 
efforts  of  the  past.  However,  it  is  ex- 
pected that  a  number  of  these  will  not 
be  completed.  One  contributing  factor 
is  that  there  are  insufficient  practic- 
ing veterinarians  participating  to 
complete  the  necessary  testing,  even 
in  some  areas  in  which  it  is  believed 
all  livestock  owners  are  willing  to 
cooperate.  In  spite  of  this  bleak  pic- 
ture, the  incidence  of  brucellosis  in 
cattle  in  Iowa  is  at  a  relatively  low

point,  and  certification  of  most  of  the 
counties  could  be  completed  without 
difficulty  when  program  deficiencies 
are  corrected. 

The  Extension  Service  deserves  a 
great  deal  of  credit  for  the  progress 
already  made  in  the  State.  This  is 
particularly  true  in  regard  to  the 
status  of  those  counties  which  have 
attained  Modified  Certified  Brucel- 
losis Area  status.  All  segments  of  the 
organized  cattle  industry  and  the 
press  have  worked  very  hard  to 
further  the  brucellosis  eradication 
program. 

In  swine  brucellosis  eradication, 
legal  status  has  been  granted  Validated 
Brucellosis-Free  Herds  through  leg- 
islation, and  testing  of  swine  has  in- 
creased considerably.  An  active  in- 
formational program  is  being  followed 
in  this  regard.

The  brucellosis  eradication  pro- 
gram expanded  during  1961  to  include 
all  counties  in  Kansas,  and  statewide 
Modified  Certified  Brucellosis  Area 
status  is  expected  by  December ,  1962. 
There  is  yet  hope  that  this  goal  may 
be  achieved  much  sooner,  but  cleanup 
testing  in  a  few  counties  may  not  be 
accomplished  until  late  in  the  year. 

The  program  has  been  strengthened 
considerably  within  the  State  through 
positive  control  of  cattle  consigned 
to  markets  in  lots  which  later  dis- 
close reactors.   These  animals  must 

(1)  be  sold  for  immediate  slaughter, 

(2)  return  to  premises  of  origin  which 
are  then  quarantined,  or  (3)  be  branded 
with  the  letter  "S"  on  the  left  jaw  prior 
to  being  moved  into  quarantined  feed 
lots.  Breeding  cattle  may  move  to 
another  market  without  test  if  they  are 
accompanied  by  special  permit  and 
are  identified  by  back  tag.  Cattle  from 
certified  herds  or  areas  need  not  meet 
these  requirements. 

With  such  a  comprehensive  pro- 
gram in  operation,  a  number  of  major

adjustments  were  necessary.  All 
county  records  are  continuously  au- 
dited to  assure  prompt  retesting  of 
infected  herds.  Additional  laboratory 
personnel  were  employed,  and  major 
reorganization  was  necessary. 

Among  other  organizations,  the 
Kansas  Veterinary  Medical  Associa- 
tion and  the  Extension  Service  have 
been  particularly  helpful  in  the  educa- 
tional phases  of  the  program.  Some 
county  agents  have  actively  assisted 
with  lining  up  herds  for  tests.  These 
men  also  maintain  records  of  all  work 
accomplished  in  the  various  counties. 

A  very  high  rate  of  calfhood  vacci- 
nation is  maintained  in  Kansas.  This 
is  expected  to  increase  during  the 
coming  year  under  the  continuing  in- 
fluence of  the  very  active  eradication 
program.  The  market  cattle  testing 
program  is  established  on  a  trial, 
basis  in  one  public  stockyard  and  in 
individual  herds  in  certified  areas 
to  demonstrate  its  effectiveness  and 
gain  experience.

The  brucellosis  eradication  pro- 
gram is  accelerating  in  Kentucky  and 
previous  goals  have  been  setforward. 
Statewide  certification  is  now  ex- 
pected by  March,  1963,  rather  than 
December.  At  the  time  this  report 
went  to  press,  100  counties  were 
either  certified  or  rapidly  approach- 
ing that  status.  Petitions  were  being 
circulated  in  15,  and  only  5  were  yet 
to  begin  this  phase. 

The  Farm  Bureau,  Public  Health 
and  County  Livestock  Improvement 
Associations  have  aided  materially 
in  furthering  the  eradication  pro- 
gram during  the  past  year.  The  Ex- 
tension Service  has  assisted  by  as- 
signing number  codes  for  farms 
throughout  the  State  in  preparation 
for  rapid  data  processing  of  records. 
This  organization  has  arranged 
county-wide  meetings  and  aided  in

mittees.  These  committees  have  been 
most  valuable  in  initiating  and  further- 
ing the  program. 

Calfhood  vaccinations  are  expected 
to  increase  under  the  influence  of 
the  expanding  eradication  program. 
Educational  and  organizational  ac- 
tivities are  giving  rise  to  increased 
interest  in  vaccination.  Rapid  data 
processing  will  speed  up  owner  con- 
tacts, thereby  facilitating  vaccination. 

Plans  for  the  market  cattle  testing 
program  should  result  in  adoption 
of  this  procedure  during  the  coming 
year. 

Swine  are  being  tested  in  relation 
to  interstate  movement,  exhibition, 
and  establishment  of  brucellosis-free 
herds.

Plans  to  achieve  statewide  modified 
certified  status  by  June  30,  1965,  are 
being  developed  through  the  coopera- 
tive efforts  of  the  Louisiana  Farm 
Bureau,  Louisiana  Cattlemen's  As- 
sociation, and  State  and  Federal  of- 
ficials. Adopting  this  goal  and  es- 
tablishing specific  procedures  which 
assure  its  realization  are  stimulating 
interest  and  favor  throughout  the  State. 
However,  the  program  received  a  set- 
back when  St.  Landry  Parish,  first  in 
the  State  to  achieve  certification,  lost 
its  status.  Testing  of  a  few  herds  of 
cattle  were  delayed  by  litigation.  A 
court  decision  established  the  legality 
of  the  program,  but  came  too  late  to 
save  St.  Landry  Parish. 

Many  cattlemen,  particularly 
through  the  Farm  Bureau  and  Cattle- 
men's Association,  have  been  of  great 
help  to  the  program.  Also,  a  number 
of  vocational  agriculture  teachers 
have  taken  the  lead  in  stimulating 
calfhood  vaccination  work.  All  dairies 
are  required  by  the  State  Health  De- 
partment to  be  following  Plan  A,  and 
this  has  had  a  beneficial  effect  on  the

entire  program.  The  Extension  Serv- 
ice has  been  most  helpful  and  coopera- 
tive. 

The  Louisiana  Livestock  Sanitary 
Board  recently  authorized  employing 
laymen  to  collect  blood  samples  and 
vaccinate  calves.  This  is  expected  to 
overcome  the  shortage  of  veteri- 
narians in  some  areas. 

The  market  cattle  testing  program 
is  well  advanced.  All  breeding  and 
replacement  cattle  are  tested  as  they 
pass  through  auction  markets.  The 
program  is  to  be  expanded  by  July, 
1962,  to  include  all  cattle  three  years 
of  age  and  over. 

Due  to  the  advanced  stage  of  brucel- 
losis eradication  in  dairy  herds,  the 
"problem  herd"  program  has  been  es- 
tablished. Twelve  herds  have  been  in- 
cluded, and  results  have  been  gratify- 
ing. Owners  of  "problem  herds"  are 
impressed  with  the  thorough  approach 
of  this  program,  and  have  done  much 
to  improve  sanitation  and  husbandry 
practices  within  their  herds.

Progress  in brucellos is  eradication 
has  been  outstanding  in  Maine  in 
recent  months.  At  the  close  of  1961, 
only  one  county  remained  which  had 
yet  to  achieve  Certified  Brucellosis- 
Free  Area  status.  Thus,  the  State  is 
expected  to  qualify  as  the  second  Cer- 
tified Brucellosis-Free  State  by 
March,  196Z.  No  serious  problems 
have  been  encountered  which  are  in- 
terfering with  the  ultimate  eradication 
of  brucellosis.  All  suspects  receive 
strict  attention,  and  the  few  reactors 
detected  are  promptly  removed  from 
the  herds.  Quarantines  are  being 
rigidly  enforced.  Herds  suspicious 
to  the  milk  ring  test  are  promptly 
blood  tested,  and  infected  premises 
are  thoroughly  cleaned  and  dis- 
infected.

infected  herds  in  one  county,  the 
"problem  herd"  program  is  well  ad- 
vanced. There  are  some  minor  diffi- 
culties associated  with  calfhood  vac- 
cinated animals  which  have  become 
infected.  Some  of  these  animals  have 
persistent  low  agglutinin  titers  and 
are  also  responsible  for  suspicious 
ring  tests.  These  animals  are  being 
identified  and  their  disease  status 
determined. 

The  market  cattle  testing  program 
gets  under  way  with  the  testing  of 
slaughter  cattle  on  a  statewide  basis 
the  first  of  1962,  With  the  milk  ring 
test  now  being  conducted  three  times 
a  year,  effective  surveillance  is  antic- 
ipated. Frequent  area  blood  tests  will 
be  continued  following  brucellosis- 
free  certification  in  order  to  evaluate 
the  effectiveness  of  the  screening  pro- 
grams, and  will  be  limited  or  curtailed 
as  warranted.

Maryland  continues  to  naove  toward 
brucellosis  eradication  at  a  satisfac- 
tory pace,  with  present  efforts  di- 
rected toward  consolidating  the  gains 
already  made.

The  present  schedule  calls  for  Cer- 
tified Brucellosis -Free  Area  status 
for  at  least  one  county  by  June,  1962, 
with  others  soon  to  follow. 

A  number  of  dairy  herds  have  re- 
cently converted  to  bulk  tank  oper- 
ations, and  milk  samples  from  these 
are  no  longer  available  from  former 
sources  for  milk  ring  tests.

Large  connmercial  dairy  herds 
which  purchase  substantial  numbers 
of  replacement  cows  continue  to  be 
the  most  difficult  problem  in  the 
Massachusetts  brucellosis  eradica- 
tion program.

at  auction  markets,  expansion  of  the 
market  cattle  testing  program,  and 
special  attention  to  "problem  herds" 
with  application  of  supplemental  tests 
to  detect  additional  infected  animals. 

The  Massachusetts  Public  Health 
Service  and  the  Extension  Service 
are  very  effective  in  educational 
phases  of  the  program.

Although  the  Certified  Brucellosis- 
Free  Area  program  has  not  proceeded 
as  rapidly  as  anticipated  a  year  ago, 
progress  has  been  made.  With  twelve 
counties  already  enjoying  this  status, 
and  others  soon  to  follow,  a  goal  has 
been  established- -June  30,  1964--for 
statewide  Certified  Brucellosis -Free 
Area  status.  However,  for  the  time 
being,  emphasis  will  be  placed  on 
freeing  herds  of  brucellosis  rather 
than  qualifying  areas  as  brucel- 
losis-free to  gain  additional  recogni- 
tion. 

With  infection  at  a  new  low  in  all 
but  two  counties,  the  Commission  of 
Agriculture,  in  August,  1961,  moved 
to  proceed  beyond  the  Modified  Cer- 
tified Brucellosis  Area  program  in 
all  parts  of  the  State.

veillance.  The  tube  test  is  now  used 
in  all  program  blood  tests. 

A  serious  outbreak  of  brucellosis 
occurred  in  one  county  during  the 
early  part  of  the  summer  of  1961. 
Complete  studies  were  made  of  each 
infected  herd,  and  the  outbreak  was 
brought  under  control.  "Indiscrimi- 
nate movements"  of  cattle  and  ex- 
posure of  susceptible  animals  at  con- 
centration centers  were  contributing 
factors.  Enforcement  of  existing 
regulations  has  been  intensified,  and 
the  area  is  under  close  surveillance. 

The  State  Livestock  Health  Council 
has  contributed  in  an  outstanding 
manner  during  the  past  two  years  in 
promoting  State  legislation  which 
would  aid  in  brucellosis  eradication. 
The  Extension  Service  is  publicizing 
and  supporting  the  voluntary  calfhood 
vaccination  program  and  a  substantial 
increase  in  this  activity  has  resulted. 
Both  of  these  organizations  deserve  a 
great  deal  of  credit.

The  Certified  Brucellosis-Free 
Area  program  is  moving  ahead  on 
schedule,  and  by  the  end  of  1962 
thirty  counties  are  expected  to  have 
qualified.  The  goal  for  the  entire 
State  is  December,  1965.  There  is 
every  reason  to  believe  that  this  will 
be  accomplished. 

The  "problem  herd"  program  con- 
tinues to  highlight  brucellosis  eradi- 
cation activities  in  Minnesota.  All 
State  and  Federal  field  veterinarians, 
under  the  immediate  direction  of  a 
brucellosis  eradication  specialist, 
have  received  orientation  in  the  lab- 
oratory and  the  field  and  are  actively 
engaged  in  the  project.  Results  have 
been  especially  gratifying  with  a  sig- 
nificant number  of  persistent  milk 
ring  or  blood  test  suspicious  herds 
having  been  eliminated  from  retest 
lists.  Each  herd  is  approached  on  an 
individual  basis,  and  this  has  resulted 
in  very  fine  cooperation  by  the  owner 
in  every  case. 

Milk  ring  tests  are  conducted  four 
times  a  year  on  all  commercial  dairy

herds.  Modifying  the  milk  ring  test 
by  doubling  the  milk  to  antigen  ratio 
has  been  productive  in  revealing  ad- 
ditional infected  herds.  The  efficacy 
of  this  procedure  has  been  evaluated 
through  immediate  blood  tests  of 
suspicious  herds. 

The  Dairy  and  Food  Division  of  the 
Minnesota  Department  of  Agriculture 
has  arranged  for  collection,  by  Fed- 
eral personnel,  of  milk  from  com- 
posite samples  maintained  by  all 
creameries.  This  agency  has  also 
strengthened  requirements  for  proper 
handling  and  refrigeration  of  the  com- 
posite samples. 

Dr.  R.  K.  Anderson  of  the  College 
of  Veterinary  Medicine,  University  of 
Minnesota,  has  materially  aided  the 
brucellosis  eradication  program  by 
directing  and  advising  brucellosis 
eradication  specialists  during  their 
training  in  "problem  herd"  work  and 
evaluation  of  existing  field  and  lab- 
oratory activities.

Progress  in  Mississippi  continues 
to  be  slow.  Forty-three  counties  have 
achieved  Modified  Certified  Area 
status,  but  only  six  of  these  have  been 
completed  within  the  past  year  and  a 
half.  There  are  ten  counties  under 
complete  area  test,  but  reluctance  of 
a  few  owners  to  test  their  cattle  is 
holding  up  certification.  Taking  all 
things  into  consideration,  a  goal  for 
statewide  certified  status  has  been 
established--December,  1965.  This 
goal  will  be  reached  only  if  activities 
and  funds  are  increased  materially. 

The  market  cattle  testing  program 
has  been  inaugurated  in  23  sales  yards 
in  the  certified  areas,  with  tests  of 
slaughter  cattle.  In  addition,  all 
breeding  and  replacement  cattle  are 
being  tested  at  all  sales  yards  in  the 
entire  State.  If  program  expansion  is

made  possible  in  the  near  future, 
slaughter  animals  will  be  tested  at  all 
markets . 

All  commercial  dairy  herds  in  the 
State  are  milk  ring  tested  at  six- 
month  intervals.  However,  it  has  not 
been  possible  to  conduct  blood  tests 
of  suspicious  herds  except  in  those 
areas  which  are  certified  or  under 
complete  area  testing.  Priority  in  the 
planned  program  expansion  will  be 
given  to  the  blood  testing  of  milk  ring 
suspicious  herds  in  all  parts  of  the 
State. 

County  Agents  of  the  Extension 
Service  have  been  cooperating  ef- 
fectively in  promoting  the  brucellosis 
eradication  program,  and  much  of  the 
progress  to  date  is  due  to  their  ef- 
forts .

Missouri  expects  to  attain  statewide 
Modified  Certified  Brucellosis  Area 
status  by  June  30,  1962.  The  State 
brucellosis  law  was  amended,  during 
1961,  to  permit  compulsory  area 
testing  in  the  five  counties  which 
have  not  as  yet  circulated  or  com- 
pleted petitions,  and  no  difficulty  is 
expected  in  completing  the  necessary 
testing.  However,  a  number  of 
counties  have  lost  certified  status  in 
recent  months  due  to  delinquency  in 
completing  minimum  test  require- 
ments for  recertification.  Many  of 
these  have  been,  or  soon  will  be,  re- 
instated. 

Other  changes  in  the  State  law  pro- 
vide for  testing  of  cattle  at  auction 
markets  and  public  stockyards  and 
prohibit  release  of  females  over  15 
months    of  age  for  feeding  purposes

The  market  cattle  test- 
ing program  will  materially  aid  in  the 
recertification  of  counties  and  the 
problem  of  delinquent  areas  should 
not  recur.

Two  counties,  Custer  and  Powder 
River,  continue  to  stand  between 
Montana  and  statewide  certification. 
Should  the  eradication  program  be 
requested  by  these  two  counties,  test- 
ing for  certification  could  be  com- 
pleted in  a  very  short  time.  There 
are  no  quarantined  herds  and  no 
known  infection  in  27  of  the  56  coun- 
ties in  the  State,  and  eradication  is 
virtually  within  grasp. 

The  back  tagging  program  was 
expanded  during  1961  to  include  all 
sale  yards.

The  large  buffalo  herd  at  Moiese 
has  been  under  a  brucellosis  control 
program  for  many  years.  This  in- 
cludes vaccinating  all  calves  and 
blood  testing  animals  slaughtered 
each  year,  it  is  believed  that  the 
entire  herd  is  now  vaccinated,  and 
the  blood  tests  are  negative.  This 
would  be  a  preferred  source  for 
establishing  new  herds  of  bison.

New  provisions  of  the  Uniform 
Methods  and  Rules  for  Brucellosis 
Eradication  which  include  market 
cattle  testing  for  initial  certification 
of  counties  is  a  boon  to  the  range 
areas  of  Nebraska.  A  high  level  of 
vaccination  has  been  practiced  in 
this  region  for  a  number  of  years. 
With  assurance  that  herds  will  not 
be  tested  at  the  ranches  unless  they 
demonstrate  infection  in  marketed 
cattle,  it  is  believed  that  Nebraska 
will  proceed  more  rapidly  toward 
statewide  certification.  A  goal  of 
December,  1965,  has  been  es- 
tablished. 

Importing  animals  which  are  not 
qualified  for  entry  has  been  a  problem 
in  the  certified  counties.  Livestock 
inspectors  are  checking  all  imports 
and  this  is  proving  to  be  an  enormous 
task.  However,  it  has  been  a  benefit 
to  all  concerned,  for  quarantining  and

brucellosis  eradication  program.  Lay 
bleeders  employed  by  the  State  have 
been  well  accepted  by  livestock 
owners  and  veterinarians  and  have 
contributed  a  great  deal  to  the  pro- 
gram. Smaller  herds  and  premises 
with  inadequate  restraining  facilities 
have  been  more  promptly  serviced 
and  the  certified  status  of  counties 
is  no  longer  in  jeopardy. 

The  State  Brucellosis  Committee 
has  contributed  much  to  the  program 
by  approving  certification  procedures. 
The  work  of  county  committee  mem- 
bers has  also  been  outstanding.  Lining 
up  of  herds  on  a  neighborhood  basis  by 
precinct  committeemen  has  been  an 
incentive  toward  more  active  partici- 
pation by  practicing  veterinarians  and 
has    given   a    boost    to  the  program.

Only  two  infected  herds  remain 
under  quarantine  in  the  State  of 
Nevada  and  these  are  receiving 
special  attention  in  order  to  complete 
eradication  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment.  With  neighboring  states  soon 
to  establish  Certified  Brucellosis- 
Free  areas,  Nevada  will  also  be  enter- 
ing this  phase  of  the  program  shortly.

Their  educational  efforts  are  effec- 
tive, and  they  have  the  full  coopera- 
tion of  the  stockmen. 

The  market  cattle  testing  program 
is  in  operation  with  slaughter  and 
feeder  cattle  being  back  tagged  at 
ranches  and  sale  yards.  Breeding  and 
replacement  cattle  are  tested  if  they 
originate  in  noncertified  areas.

Being  the  first  State  to  achieve 
Certified  Brucellosis-Free  status, 
New  Hampshire  has  been  under  close 
scrutiny  by  all  persons  interested  in 
the  brucellosis  eradication  program. 
From  experience  gained  in  this  State, 
it  is  evident  that  comprehensive  sur- 
veillance programs  must  be  in  full 
operation  at  the  time  free  status  is 
attained,  and  there  can  be  no  im- 
mediate letdown  in  efforts  to  dis- 
close and  eliminate  infected  animals. 
Brucellosis  has  been  found  in  a 
limited  number  of  herds,  but  there 
have  been  no  serious  outbreaks.  The 
disease  has  been  confined  to  the  few 
herds  in  which  it  was  located. 

Investigations  are  continuing  in  all 
herds  in  which  there  is  the  slightest 
suspicion  that  brucellosis  may  exist. 
In  addition,  the  State  is  continuing 
the  practice  of  blood  testing  allherds 
annually.

are  surveyed  at  four-month  intervals 
under  the  milk  ring  testing  program. 
Calfhood  vaccinations  continue  at  a 
high  level.  All  eradication  procedures 
are  becoming  more  and  more  detailed 
as  epidemiological  investigations  are 
funneled  into  fewer  and  fewer  herds. 

The  market  cattle  testing  program 
is  in  effect  on  a  limited  scale  with 
tests  of  slaughter  cattle  at  packing 
plants.  Identification  of  animals  is 
based  upon  ear  tag  numbers  and 
consignment  records.

Calfhood  vaccination  continues  at 
a  level  of  approximately  90  percent 
of  the  eligible  calves.

The  incidence  of  brucellosis  in  New 
Mexico  continues  to  be  very  low,  and 
the  current  program  is  geared  to 
maintaining  Modified  Certified  Bru- 
cellosis Area  status.  Since  this  State 
was  certified  on  a  voluntary  basis, 
intensifying  the  activities  to  achieve 
eradication  will,  of  necessity,  await 
demands  of  the  stockmen.  Inaugurating 
the  Certified  Brucellosis-Free  Area 
phase  of  the  brucellosis  eradication 
program  will  depend  upon  effective 
expansion  of  the  market  cattle  test- 
ing program.

very  low.  Some  improvement  in  this 
has  been  noted  in  the  last  quarter 
of  1961.  Most  of  the  identified  cattle 
go  either  into  feed  lots  or  are 
slaughtered  outside  the  State.

The  present  low  percentage 
of  suspicious  ring  tests  indicate s  that 
brucellosis  eradication  is  almost  a 
reality  in  the  dairy  cattle  population 
of  the  State. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  to 
test  bison  maintained  on  the  Taos 
Indian  Reservation  and  the  Philmont 
Boy  Scout  Ranch. 

As  many  swine  herds  as  possible 
will  be  qualified  as  Validated  B rucel- 
losis-Free  Herds.  Already  there  has 
been  interest  demonstrated  among  the 
swine  raisers.

With  a  dynamic  program,  New  York 
is  moving  effectively  toward  Certified 
Brucellosis-Free  Area  status  and 
total  eradication.  A  number  of  major 
improvements  have  been  initiated 
during  1961.  One  of  the  most  impor- 
tant is  the  requirement  that  all  per- 
sons who  make  a  business  of  buying 
and  selling  livestock  must  keep  com- 
plete records  of  transactions  .  Record 
books  are  furnished  to  all  licensed 
dealers,  and  remain  the  property  of 
the  State.  The  advantages  of  such  a 
system  are  obvious  and,  no  doubt, 
many  states  will  be  following  the  lead 
of  New  York  in  this  regard. 

The  market  cattle  testing  program 
has  been  initiated  on  a  voluntary- 
participation  basis  to  cover  the  State's 
approximately  500  beef  herds  in  which 
this  program  is  desirable.  Although 
the  beef  herds  may  withdraw  from 
th^e  program  at  any  time,  it  is  not 
anticipated  that  they  will  do  so.  The 
Extension  Service  has  been  particu-

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larly  helpful  in  promoting  the  market 
cattle  testing  program  among  the 
cattlemen. 

A  survey  of  herds  in  which  brucel- 
losis has  been  found  showed  that  of 
those  herds  which  revealed  suspects 
(but  not  reactors)  on  retest  30  days 
following  removal  of  reactors,  66 
percent  returned  to  quarantine  within 
the  subsequent  15  months.  This  con- 
trasts with  33  percent  of  those  herds 
without  suspects  on  first  retest.  In 
addition,  in  48  percent  of  the  herds 
returning  to  quarantine,  animals  other 
than  the  suspects  became  reactors. 
The  State,  therefore,  requires  addi- 
tional tests  in  formerly  infected  herd  s 
revealing  suspects  on  retest. 

Although  limited  as  yet,  the  "prob- 
lem herd"  program  is  proving  highly 
effective  when  owner  s  cooperate  fully. 
This  phase  of  the  eradication  program 
will  be  intensified  and  expanded  as 
rapidly  as  circumstances  permit.

North  Carolina  continues  to  move 
toward  brucellosis  eradication  with  a 
conservative  program  geared  to 
achieving  Certified  Brucellosis-Free 
Area  status  by  1970.  The  outstanding 
improvement  during  1961  was  the 
expansion  of  the  market  cattle  testing 
program  to  cover  the  entire  State, 
All  classes  of  adult  cattle  are  being 
tested,  and  the  official  back  tag  is 
utilized.  A  minor  setback  occurred 
recently  when  two  establishments 
under  Federal  meat  inspection  indi- 
cated that  they  did  not  have  sufficient 
personnel  to  permit  the  collection  of 
blood  samples  from  back  tagged 
cattle.  Steps  are  being  taken  to  obtain 
these  samples.  The  State  is  inaugu- 
rating a  meat  inspection  program 
which  will  cover  the  entire  packing 
industry  and  greater  returns  from 
back  tagged  cattle  are  expected  in 
the  future . 

Calfhood  vaccination  is  expected  to 
increase  in  the  future,  and  the  Exten- 
sion Service  is  rendering  invaluable 
aid   in  promoting   this   phase  of  the 


brucellosis  eradication  program.  The 
Extension  Service  has  also  been  help- 
ful in  favoring  county  appropriations 
to  employ  lay  assistants  who  aid  State 
and  Federal  veterinarians  retesting 
counties  due  for  recertif ication. 

Brucellosis  testing  of  swine  has 
been  widely  practiced.  All  purebred 
and  show  herds  are  tested  at  least 
once  a  year.  Most  sales  and  shows 
require  that  swine  be  negative  to  a 
brucellosis  test  within  30  days  and 
that  they  originate  in  negative  or 
validated  herds. 

In  December,  1960,  during  the  open 
hunting  season  for  doe  deer  in  the 
eastern  section  of  the  State,  72 
animals  were  tested,  all  of  which  were 
negative.  This  is  of  particular  in- 
terest, since  the  deer  were  killed  on 
two  farms  which  had  previously  had 
brucellosis  in  their  herds  of  cattle. 
This  survey  bears  out  experiences 
gained  in  other  sectors  of  the  Nation, 
that  deer  will  not  be  a  factor  in  eradi- 
cating brucellosis  from  the  domestic 
livestock  population.

With  a  strong  market  cattle  testing 
program,  North  Dakota  should  be  in 
an  excellent  position  to  complete 
brucellosis  eradication  within  the  pe- 
riod set  as  a  national  goal.  However, 
it  will  be  several  years  before  all  of 
the  counties  in  the  State  will  have 
achieved  Modified  Certified  Brucel- 
losis Area  status.  All  counties  are 
expected  to  be  participating  on  an 
area  basis  by  December,  1963.  The 
present  goal  for  statewide  certifica- 
tion is  December,  1964. 

The  cooperative  brucellosis  eradi- 
cation program  received  a  boost  in 
1961  in  the  form  of  a  substantial  in- 
crease in  appropriated  State  funds. 
Calfhood  vaccination  at  State  expense 
was  initiated  at  auction  markets.  A 
number  of  organizations  have  con- 
tributed toward  the  success  of  the 
brucellosis  eradication  program.  The 
State  Brucellosis  Committee,  the 
North  Dakota  Veterinary  Medical  As- 
sociation, the  Stockmen's  Association, 
and  various  radio  stations  have  pro- 
vided publicity  and  support.  The  Ex- 
tension Service  has  also  contributed

by  providing  educational  releases  and 
promoting  and  supervising  the  calf- 
hood vaccination  program.  Auction 
market  personnel  are  active  in  pro- 
moting the  market  cattle  testing  pro- 
gram . 

The  market  cattle  testing  program 
includes  tests  of  both  slaughter  and 
replacement  cattle,  and  official  back 
tags  are  utilized.  Tags  are  applied  by 
owners  at  the  ranches  and  by  in- 
spectors at  auction  markets.  More 
back  tagging  at  the  ranches  is  being 
encouraged. 

The  milk  ring  test  is  not  being  fully 
utilized.  Not  all  herds  are  included, 
and  th.ose  which  are  covered  receive 
only  one  test  a  year.  Although  there 
was  a  slight  decrease  in  1961  in  the 
percent  of  cattle  reacting  to  the  blood 
test  in  North  Dakota,  there  was  an  in- 
crease, in  the  number  of  dairy  herds 
suspicious  to  the  milk  ring  test.  Un- 
less this  program  is  accelerated,  it  is 
doubtful  that  progress  in  eradicating 
brucellosis  from  the  dairy  cattle  popu- 
lation will  be  evident  in  the  immediate 
future .

Ohio  continues  to  e stablish  countie s 
as  Modified  Certified  Brucellosis 
Areas  at  a  very  satisfactory  rate.  Of 
the  20  counties  yet  to  achieve  this 
status,  14  are  already  conducting 
connplete  area  testing,  and  the  re- 
nnaining  6  will  be  enrolled  in  the 
program  by  June,  1962.  Inviewof  this 
fine  progress,  it  has  been  possible  to 
set  a  goal  for  statewide  certification-  - 
June,  1963. 

The  outstanding  accomplishment 
during  1961  was  establishing  the 
market  cattle  testing  program.  All 
slaughter  cattle  three  years  of  age 
and  over  are  being  identified  with  the 
official  tag  at  the  two  public  stock- 
yards in  the  State.  Breeding  and  re- 
placement cattle  are  also  tested.  In 
this  connection,  the  cooperation  and 
aid  of  all  auction  markets  and  slaugh- 
ter establishments  is  being  solicited 
by  personal  contact.

The  milk  ring  test  is  conducted 
twice  a  year,  with  a  few  herds  re- 
ceiving the  service  three  times  a  year. 
All  herds  rated  "one  plus"  or  higher 
are  blood  tested.  The  test  is  read 
very  closely.  Ohio  recommends  that 
reactions  of  any  degree  should  be 
carefully  investigated. 

One  problem  remaining  to  be  over- 
come is  the  retaining  of  reactors 
under  certain  permitted  circum- 
stances. Although  this  has  not  seri- 
ously hampered  progress  in  the  certi- 
fication program,  it  is  delaying  eradi- 
cation. A  workable  solution  to  this 
situation  is  being  sought. 

A  brucellosis  eradication  program 
is  continuing  on  a  voluntary  basis  in 
swine  and  goat  herds.  The  owner 
obtains  the  necessary  tests  and  re- 
quests recognition.  These  programs 
will  be  expanded  as  producers'  needs 
and  interest  develop.

The  brucellosis  eradicationpicture 
in  Oklahoma  is  bright.  Incraased 
State  appropriations  for  calfhood  vac- 
cination in  counties  participating  in 
the  cooperative  program  was  one  of 
the  outstanding  highlights  of  1961.  An 
interim  vaccination  and  market  cattle 
testing  program  has  been  developed 
and  is  now  in  effect  in  12  counties. 
An  additional  20  counties  have  com- 
pleted peititions  requesting  the  com- 
plete area  certification  program.  The 
Oklahoma  Cattlemen's  Association, 
the  Farm  Bureau,  the  Farmers' Union 
and  others  were  active  in  supporting 
increased  appropriations,  and  were 
also  very  helpful  in  development  and 
educational  activitie  s  in  relation  to  the 
interim  program.  The  Extension  Serv- 
ice has  been  of  great  assistance,  also, 
and  county  agents  have  had  a  major 
part  in  organizing  and  conducting  the 
program.  With  all  of  these  activities, 
it  is  expected  that  the  entire  State 
will  be  actively  participating  in  the 
brucellosis  eradication  program  by 
the  end  of  1962.

Since  Oklahoma  has  a  high  inci- 
dence of  brucellosis,  compared  with 
most  other  States,  there  is  a  great 
need  for  expanding  the  calfhood  vac- 
cination phase  of  the  brucellosis 
eradication  program.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  number  of  calves  vaccinated  each 
year  can  be  doubled  from  the  present 
rate.  Expanding  the  program  to  all 
areas  is  expected  to  achieve  this  end. 

The  milk  ring  test  is  conducted 
twice  a  year,  and  at  present  is  lim- 
ited to  all  grade  A  milk  producing 
herds.  All  reactions  of  "one  plus" 
and  higher  are  followed  by  blood 
tests  of  the  herds  involved.  This 
practice  has  been  effective  in  lower- 
ing the  incidence  of  brucellosis  in 
these  herds  to  a  level  considerably 
below  that  of  the  population  as  a  whole. 

The  bison  and  Texas  longhornherds 
at  the  Wichita  Mountain  Wildlife 
Refuge  are  under  a  continuing  calf- 
hood vaccination  program.  Testing  of 
slaughter  animals  in  these  herds  has 
revealed  no  infection.

Oregon  continued  to  consolidate  its 
position  in  brucellosis  eradication. 
All  program  procedures  are  being 
improved  wherever  possible.  Pending 
further  reduction  in  the  incidence  of 
brucellosis,  the  Certified  Brucello- 
sis-Free phase  of  the  program  will 
not  be  initiated. 

The  milk  ring  test  is  being  con- 
ducted four  times  a  year.  Minor 
difficulties  in  relation  to  sample  qual- 
ity have  been  ironed  out  so  that  re- 
sults are  now  more  accurate.  A  sur- 
vey was  conducted  in  which  all  herds 
revealin-^  "one  plus"  reactions  to  the 
milk  ring  test  were  blood  tested.  For 
a  time  this  resulted  in  the  disclosure 
of  a  number  of  additional  infected 
herds  and  animals.  Later  the  inci- 
dence of  reactors  fell  and  follow-up 
blood  tests  are  now  restricted  to  cases 
in  which  the  herd  history  also  indi- 
cates infection. 


The  market  cattle  testing  program 
is  well  developed,  with  official  back 
tags  used  at  packing  plants  and  fed- 
erally inspected  stockyards.  Modified 
State  tags  are  used  in  all  auction 
markets.  The  program  is  being  ex- 
panded to  include  tests  of  all  adult 
dairy  cattle  returning  to  farms  in 
Oregon.  Also,  the  testing  of  adult 
beef  breeding  stock  is  encouraged.  A 
number  of  the  major  auction  markets 
are  considering  testing  such  cattle 
as  a  routine  service. 

"Problem  herd"  program  results 
have  been  quite  promising. 

Swine  are  being  tested  in  Oregon  on 
a  voluntary  owner-expense  basis.  The 
State  requires  one  test  of  goats  every 
three  years,  and  these  have  been 
included  inthe  area  brucellosis  eradi- 
cation program.

The  Certified  Brucellosis-Free 
Area  phase  of  the  brucellosis  eradi- 
cation program  is  accelerating,  and 
the  results  of  this  activity  will  be 
reflected  in  ever  increasing  numbers 
of  counties  achieving  this  status.

The  livestock  industry  is  becoming 
increasingly  aware  of  the  need  to 
develop  a  cattle  population  highly  re- 
sistant to  brucellosis.

Although  Rhode  Island  successfully 
requalified  for  Modified  Certified 
Brucellosis  Area  status  during  1961, 
its  hopes  to  be  the  second  Certified 
Brucellosis-Free  State  were  not  re- 
alized.

immediately. 

The  "problem  herd"  program  has 
not  yet  been  fully  established.  The 
main  problem  seems  to  be  occasional 
reactors  in  scattered  herds. 

A  plan  for  officially  recognizing 
brucellosis-free  herds  of  swine  has 
not  been  adopted  in  Rhode  Island.

South  Carolina  will  probably  have 
the  honor  of  being  the  next  State  to 
achieve  statewide  Modified  Certified 
Brucellosis  Area  status.  If  present 
plans  hold,  this  will  be  accomplished 
before  the  fir  st  of  April,  1962.  Testing 
is  virtually  complete  in  all  remaining 
counties.  Since  the  incidence  of  the 
disease  is  well  within  established 
limits,  there  is  no  question  but  that 
all  counties  will  qualify.  The  primary 
problem  is  passive  resistance  and 
procrastination  on  the  part  of  a  very 
few  owners  in  restraining  their  ani- 
mals for  the  necessary  tests. 

The  market  cattle  testing  program 
will  be  initiated  early  in  1962,  and 
South  Carolina  sees  this  as  "our 
only  solution  toward  an  economical 
and  logical  brucellosis  program  fol- 
lowing certification."

The  cream  test  is  utilized,  and  all 
herds  with  any  reaction  at  all  are 
being  blood  tested.  The  program 
covers  all  commercial  dairies  in  the 
State . 

Practicing  veterinarians,  the  Ex- 
tension Service,  the  Livestock  Com- 
mittee of  the  Farm  Bureau,  the  Dairy 
Association  and  the  Livestock  Pro- 
ducers Association  have  all  made 
fine  contributions  to  the  brucellosis 
eradication  work  in  South  Carolina.

The  drive  for  statewide  Modified 
Certified  Brucellosis  Area  status 
gained  momentum  during  1961  with 
initial  certification  of  additional  coun- 
ties  and  with  many  new  countie  s  join- 
ing on  a  complete  area  basis.  How- 
ever, it  is  not  clear  at  this  time  when 
the  entire  State  will  qualify  for  this 
status.  Once  the  benefits  of  the  market 
cattle  testing  program  are  fully 
understood  by  the  livestock  producers, 
there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  moving 
on  to  complete  eradication  of  the 
disease. 

The  market  cattle  testing  program 
was  expanded  into  all  certified  coun- 
ties during  1961.  Educational  activi- 
ties are  being  intensified  by  all  or- 
ganizations favoring  the  program. 
Organizations  which  have  given  fine 
support  to  this  and  other  activities  of 
the  brucellosis  eradication  program 
are  the  South  Dakota  Federation  of 
Dairy  Farmers,  Legislative  Research 
Council,  Sioux  Falls  Stockyards  Com- 
pany and  the  Extension  Service,  among 
others.

papers,  magazines,  radio  and  televi- 
sion stations  have  been  very  coopera- 
tive . 

As  more  and  more  countie  s  join  the 
cooperative  program,  calfhood  vac- 
cination will  increase.  The  year-- 
1962--promises  to  establish  an  all- 
time  high  in  this  regard.  In  spite  of 
drought  conditions  of  a  year  ago,  the 
number  of  calves  vaccinated  in  1961 
increased  significantly.  It  is  believed 
that  a  high  percentage  of  the  eligible 
calves  retained  for  breeding  purposes 
are  now  being  vaccinated. 

A  number  of  antelope  tested  in  re- 
cent months  revealed  no  brucellosis, 
and  this  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  some 
were  grazing  ranges  in  common  with 
known  infected  animals. 

The  swine  brucellosis  eradication 
program  is  in  the  educational  phase 
with  the  Extension  Service  and  other 
organizations  carrying  it  forward.

Brucellosis  eradication  work  is 
progressing  very  well  in  Tennessee, 
The  outstanding  innovation  during 
1961  was  establishing  the  market 
cattle  testing  program.  The  program 
has  proved  to  be  a  more  effective 
way  of  locating  brucellosis  than  the 
previous  method  of  recertification. 
A  larger  sampling  of  beeef  herds  is 
obtained,  and  a  smaller  number  of 
tests  from  a  larger  number  of  herds 
is  proving  more  representative  than 
complete  tests  of  limited  numbers  of 
herds.  Testing  of  market  cattle  has 
permitted  recertification  deadlines 
to  be  met  without  moving  personnel 
into  slow  areas  for  a  last  minute 
"crash"  program.  More  important,  it 
has  released  personnel  for  prompt 
retesting  of  infected  herds.  Owners 
have  been  much  more  willing  to 
cooperative  in  testing  their  herds 
when  it  is  known  that  infection  has 
been  disclosed  in  the  cattle  sent  to 
slaughter. 

Under  the  Tennessee  market  cattle 
testing  program,  animals  for  slaugh-

ter  are  identified  with  the  official 
back  tag  as  they  move  through  the 
markets.  All  other  adult  cattle  are 
tested  at  the  first  assembly  point.  A 
study  of  the  statistics  above  will  show 
how  effective  the  program  has  been  in 
increasing  the  number  of  infected  lots 
found,  and  the  number  of  reactors 
eliminated.  All  farms  in  the  State 
are  now  being  surveyed  to  ascertain 
coverage  under  the  market  cattle  test- 
ing program.  Purebred  herds  and 
small  herds  not  covered  in  milk  ring 
test  or  market  cattle  te st  will  be  blood 
tested.  Requests  for  Certified  Bru- 
cellosis-Free Area  status  will  go 
forward  as  counties  are  found  quali- 
fied under  this  survey.  It  is  too  early 
to  predict  when  the  fir  st  such  area  will 
be  established. 

The  Extension  Service  have  done  a 
remarkably  good  job  in  each  county, 
lining  up  herds  for  test  and  vaccina- 
tion, notifying  veterinarians  of  unusual 
situations  and  coordinating  the  various 
phases  of  the  program.

The  market  cattle  testing  program 
was  inaugurated  in  a  number  of  coun- 
ties in  the  north-eastern  part  of 
Texas  late  in  1961.  The  interim  pro- 
gram will  include  testing  of  slaughter 
cattle  to  locate  infected  herds  of 
origin,  testing  of  milk  ring  test  sus- 
picious dairy  herds,  and  calfhood 
vaccination.  It  is  expected  that  this 
program  will  lead  to  certification  of 
areas  where  the  incidence  of  brucel- 
losis is  relatively  high  at  the  present 
time.  The  market  cattle  testing  pro- 
gram is  also  established  in  certified 
areas  to  simplify  recertification  and 
move  more  quickly  toward  complete 
eradication. 

The  certification  program  is  mov- 
ing more  slowly  than  had  been  orig- 
inally anticipated.  However,  the  State 
has  already  certified  more  counties 
than  the  total  number  of  counties  in 


33  of  the  States  in  the  Nation.  The 
size  of  the  job  in  Texas  is  formidable, 
but  the  outstanding  progress  already 
apparent  assures  success.  In  that 
success,  the  Extension  Service  will 
come  in  for  its  share  of  credit,  for 
the  educational  program  has  been 
outstanding. 

Although  calfhood  vaccination  in- 
creases each  year,  a  desirable  level 
would  be  not  less  than  600,000,  more 
than  double  the  number  vaccinated  in 
1961.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to 
encourage  this  activity. 

Plans  are  being  formulated  to  deal 
with  "problem  herds."  Laboratory 
personnal  are  being  trained  in  the 
special  tests  and  technique s  involved. 
It  will  be  some  time,  howeve r ,  before 
the  program  will  be  in  full  operation.

The  market  cattle  testing  program 
was  strengthened  considerably  during 
1961.

A  survey  is  under  way  to  determine 
that  every  herd  in  the  State  is  repre- 
sented in  the  brucellosis  eradication 
program.  When  complete,  the  State 
will  have  qualified  for  Certified  Bru- 
cellosis-Free Area  status. 

A  few  "problem  herds"  have  been 
receiving  increased  attention,  and 
these  have,  without  exception,  been 
freed  of  brucellosis.

Although  preliminary  hopes  of 
establishing  statewide  Certified  Bru- 
cellosis-Free Area  status  in  1961 
were  dashed  by  continued  evidence  of 
infection  in  a  limited  number  of  herds, 
it  is  evident  that  a  great  deal  of 
progress  in  brucellosis  eradication 
was  achieved  during  the  year.  For 
instance,  the  percentage  of  suspicious 
milk  ring  tests  was  cut  in  half.  The 
number  of  herds  or  lots  in  which  in- 
fection was  found  was  reduced  by  a 
substantial  margin,  as  were  the  num- 
ber of  reactors  disclosed.  This  is 
believed  to  be  a  direct  result  of 
eradicating  brucellosis  from  a  num- 
ber of  dairy  herds  formerly  sus- 
picious to  the  milk  ring  test. 

The  State  is  taking  another  look  at 
a  comprehensive  "problem  he  rd"  pro- 
gram which  will  evidently  be  neces- 
sary before  eradication  is  achieved.

will  be  a  specialist  in  brucellosis 
eradication  who  can  devote  his  full 
time  and  attention  to  finishing  bru- 
cellosis eradication.  If  the  services  of 
such  a  person  are  obtained,  it  is 
believed  that  the  present  goal  for 
statewide  Certified  Brucellosis-Free 
status--July    1964--will  be  attained. 

A  survey  of  brucellosis  in  swine 
is  planned.

Although  all  remaining  counties  in 
Virginia  are  now  conducting  complete 
area  programs  leading  to  Modified 
Certified  Brucellosis  Area  status,  it 
was  necessary  to  set  back  the  goal 
for  statewide  certified  status  to  Sep- 
tember, 1962.  However,  a  number  of 
vacancies  for  veterinarians  were 
filled  recently  and  the  State  is  now  in 
a  far  better  position  to  service  in- 
fected and  milk- ring -test  suspicious 
herds.  The  number  of  infected  herds 
under  quarantine  has  been  reduced  by 
70  percent  during  the  past  year.

Present  plans  call  for  establishing 
all  counties  as  Certified  Brucellosis - 
Free  Areas  as  they  become  due  for 
rece rtification  as  Modified  Certified 
Brucellosis  Areas.  This  is  expected 
to  take  about  two  rounds  of  recerti- 
fication.  In  line  with  these  plans,  a 
goal  of  December,  1968,  has  been 
established  for  statewide  Certified 
Brucellosis -Free  Area  status. 

Up  to  the  present  time,  milk  ring 
tests  have  been  1-imited  to  herds  pro- 
ducing manufacturing  milk.  Grade  A 
dairies  are  blood  tested  annually  un- 
der present  regulations.

By 
the  end  of  the  year,  10  are  expected 
to  have  qualified,  and  statewide  Cer- 
tified Brucellosis -Free  Area  status 
could  follow  in  the  next  two  years. 

The  market  cattle  testing  program 
is  well  developed,  and  recording  pro - 
cedures  are  being  perfected  so  that 
herds  of  origin  can  be  credited  with 
all  tests.  County  auditors  have  fur- 
nished lists  of  herd  owners,  and  these 
are  being  checked  with  market  cattle 
test  records  to  determine  coverage. 
A  new  State  regulation  requiring 
slaughter  animals  to  move  from  auc- 
tion markets  to  packing  plants  within 
10  days  is  facilitating  the  tracing  of 
cons  ignments .

sion  Service.  Extension  Service  per- 
sonnel have  been  very  helpful. 

The  "problem  herd"  program,  under 
the  guidance  of  a  brucellosis  eradica- 
tion specialist,  has  been  successful 
in  freeing  a  number  of  herds  of  the 
disease . 

The  State  has  adopted  the  Babcock 
composite  sample  for  milk  ring  te sts , 
and  one  man  is  collecting  samples 
from  all  commercial  dairy  herds 
on  a  three -times -a-year  basis. 

Although  calfhood  vaccination  is  at 
the  95  percent  level,  it  is  expected  to 
increase.

However,  a  hard  core  of 
infection  in  one  area  has  dampened 
prospects  for  statewide  Certified  Bru - 
cellosis -Free  Area  status  by  1963.

Record-keeping  procedures  are 
being  improved  to  permit  the  use  of 
all  market  cattle  tests  and  milk  ring 
tests  in  county  rece rtification.

testing  blood  samples  from  back 
tagged  West  Virginia  cattle  are  very 
much  appreciated, 

A  few  "problem  herds"  have  been 
identified,  and  these  are  confined  to 
local  areas,  indicating  area,  rather 
than  herd,  problems.  Further  study  of 
these  areas,  with  full  application  of 
standard  brucellosis  eradication  pro - 
cedures  is  planned  before  inaugura- 
tion of  a  program  of  supplemental 
tests.  It  appears  that  few  herds  will 
need  the  supplemental  procedures. 

Swine  brucellosis  eradication  is  not 
being  considered  at  this  time.  In  West 
Virginia  this  is  primarily  a  feeding 
industry,  with  few  breeding  droves. 
Some  blood  testing  of  swine  is  being 
done  on  an  individual  basis.

Wisconsin  continues  to  move  rapidly 
toward  Certified  Brucellosis -Free 
Area  status.  The  present  goal  is 
December,  1964.  A  total  of  25  addi- 
tional counties  are  expected  to  qualify 
for  this  status  during  1962. 

A  comprehensive  "problem  herd" 
program  is  being  carried  out  under 
the  guidance  of  a  brucellosis  eradi- 
cation specialist,  and  Dr.  D.  T.  Ber- 
man,  Department  of  Veterinary 
Science,  University  of  Wisconsin,  has 
been  very  helpful  by  providing  in- 
struction and  advice  in  carrying  this 
program  forward,  A  total  of  246  he rds 
have  been  enrolled,  45  of  which  (mostly 
new  enrollees)  are  on  the  active  list. 
Much  is  being  learned  concerning  the 
application  of  the  various  supple- 
mental tests,  and  results  have  been 
outstanding  in  freeing  herds  of  bru- 
cellosis . 

Herds  suspicious  to  the  milk  ring 
test,  but  which  do  not  reveal  blood 
test  reactors,  are  receiving  additional 
study.

tests  are  identifying  animals  which  do 
not  react  definitively  to  the  plate, 
tube  or  whey  tests.  Additional  work 
is  then  done  to  determine  the  disease 
status  of  the  identified  animals.  It  is 
expected  that  this  will  result  in  lower- 
ing the  percentage  of  suspicious  milk 
ring  tests . 

The  market  cattle  testing  program, 
initiated  on  a  pilot  basis  two  years 
ago,  is  being  expanded.  Of  6,500  beef 
herds  in  the  State,  300  are  now  par- 
ticipating on  a  voluntary  basis.  Re- 
sults have  been  excellent.  Back  tags 
and  cement  were  distributed  to  3,000 
owners  during  November  and  Decem- 
ber of  1961.  All  beef  cattle  are  being 
identified  at  three  markets  out  of  the 
35  in  the  State.  This  is  on  a  trial 
basis  and  may  be  expanded  at  a  later 
date.  One  lay  inspector  has  been  as- 
signed to  the  packing  plants  at  Green 
Bay  to  collect  samples  from  back 
tagged  cattle.  Of  benefit  is  the  regu- 
lation which  prohibits  unauthorized 
persons  from  removing  official  iden- 
tification tags .

Wyoming  showed  a  resurgence  of 
interest  in  brucellosis  eradication  at 
the  close  of  1961,  However,  the  num- 
ber of  calves  vaccinated  dropped  for 
the  second  consecutive  year.  There 
were  fewer  calves  vaccinated  in  1961 
than  for  any  year  since  1956.  No  doubt 
some  of  this  drop  was  due  to  drought 
conditions  which  forced  the  sale  of 
increased  numbers  of  heifers.  How- 
ever, this  is  60,000  less  than  were 
vaccinated  in  1959,  and  it  is  doubtful 
that  the  cattle  population  of  the  State 
has  decreased  to  that  extent. 

Three  counties  achieved  Modified 
Certified  Brucellosis  Area  status  in 
1961.  One'county  which  has  beencer- 
tified  for  a  number  of  years  is  having 
difficulty,  since  a  few  infected  beef 
herds  have  not  been  submitted  for 
retests.  The  dairy  herds  in  the  area 
have  met  all  requirements .  It  is  hoped

that  the  beef  and  dairy  Industrie s  will 
work  together  to  continue  certification 
and  achieve  eradication.  Wyoming  can 
continue  toward  brucellosis  eradica- 
tion if  all  certified  counties  will  adopt 
a  strong  market  cattle  testing  pro- 
gram. With  this  procedure  in  opera- 
tion, negative  beef  herds  will  not 
need  to  be  tested  again  so  long  as  no 
infection  is  revealed  in  the  animals 
tested  at  the  markets,  and  provided 
sufficient  numbers  of  cattle  from  each 
area  are  tested  at  the  markets  to  as- 
sure that  brucellosis  will  be  found  if 
it  gains  entrance  into  these  herds. 

From  the  limited  data  above  it  can 
be  seen  that  brucellosis  eradication 
is  within  grasp  in  Wyoming.  It  would 
be  unfortunate,  indeed,  if  the  disease 
were  permitted  to  again  spread 
throughout  the  State's  cattle  popula- 
tion.

A  number  of  municipalities  in  the 
central  part  of  Puerto  Rico  have  re- 
vealed very  little  brucellosis  in  recent 
years.  These  are  now  being  tested  in 
order  to  qualify  them  for  Certified 
Brucellosis -Free  Area  status.  It  is 
hoped  that  five  or  six  municipalities 
will  have  achieved  this  status  by  the 
end  of  1962. 

Further  progress  in  brucellosis 
eradication  will  depend,  to  a  great 
extent,  on  initiation  of  the  "problem 
herd"  program.  A  number  of  herds 
reveal  reactors  consistently  in  spite 
of  diligent  application  of  usual  pro- 
gram procedures.  It  is  expected  that 
the  "problem  herd"  program  will  be 
initiated  as  soon  as  a  brucellosis 
eradication  specialist  is  available.  If 
this  program  is  as  successful  in 
Puerto  Rico  as  it  has  proved  to  be 
elsewhere,  Certified  Brucellosis - 
Free  Area  status  for  the  entire  Com- 
monwealth is  expected  in  two  to  four 
yea  r s . 

Approximately  70  pe  r cent  of  the  eli - 
gible    calves    are   being  vaccinated.

and  this  is  recognized  as  one  of  the 
most  important  programs  in  building 
a  highly  resistant  cattle  population. 
A  premium  is  paid  by  cattlemen  for 
vaccinated  animals,  and  this  is  an 
incentive  for  increased  vaccinations  . 

Milk  ring  tests  are  conducted  four 
times  a  year  on  all  comme rcial  dairy 
herds.  However,  the  percent  suspi- 
cious tests  remains  quite  high.  Suspi - 
cious  herds  are  tested  as  soon  as 
possible  after  the  ring  test  results 
are  known,  but  a  hard  core  of  infec- 
tion seems  to  persist  in  a  number  of 
these  herds. 

A  survey  of  swine  brucellosis  among 
animals  slaughtered  indicates  that 
the  disease  is  not  present  in  the 
swine  population  of  Puerto  Rico. 

The  market  cattle  testing  program 
is  expanding  rapidly,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected that  more  than  half  of  the 
slaughter  cows  will  be  tested  during 
1962.  Local  health  inspectors  are 
rende  ring  a  valuable  service  in  secur- 
ing blood  samples  in  the  abattoirs.
